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THE KENTUCKY ELECTION 


REPUBLICAN GAINS BUT A DEMO- 
CRATIC SUCCESS. 

PROCTOR KNOTT’S MAJORITY BELIEVED TO 
HAVE BEEN REDUCEKD—VOTE-BUYERS 
ARRESTED IN LOUISVILLE. 

Lovrsvitte, Aug. 6.—Returns from the 

Btate election to-day come in slowly and with 

difficulty. One-half of the State forecasts the 

election of J. Proctor Knott, (Dem.,) over T. 

Zz. Morrow, (Rep.,) for Governor by a safe 

majority, but its size cannot be estimated. 

The ticket includes all the State officers ex- 

cept Supreme Judges and clerks, and 

will have about the usual majority 
of 40,000. Im some sections Knott runs 
behind his ticket. This arises from a prevalent 
idea that his nomination was gained by fraud. 

The Republicans made the most courageous 

and effective canvass ever known in the State, 

their speakers addressing themselves exclusive- 
ly to the corruption and mismanagement in 
the State administration. Col. Morrow, the 

Republican nominee, was almost unknown, 

but on the stump he quickly overcame 

Knott, who shirked State issues. Mor- 

row is running ahead of his _ ticket, 


while J. W. Asbury, colored nominee, for 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, is badly 
scratched. A light vote has been cast, and if 
the Republicans had been able to get out the 
negro vote they might have reduced the ma- 
onty immensely. The Republican gains are 
fom the Democratic Party, but the hope of 
success in 1884 kept the bulk of the party in 
line for the old ticket. 

Up to midnight reports indicate a gain of three 
members of the Legislature for the Republicans 
end alossofone. Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Evans voted to-day for a Democratic 
eandidate for the Legislature, there being no 
opposition. It will take a week to get any- 
thing like full returns from the State, the 
mountain counties beig remote from 
all communication. In that section it 
is expected Knott will be scratched. 
Blackburn, the present Governor, hed 
a majority of 43,917. Thomas J. Henry, for 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals, who was ac- 
cused of the most wanton indecency during 
his canvass, had a majority last year of 41,- 
200. Its not thought that Knott’s will be as 
large, though there are no trustworthy esti- 
mates at hand. 

In the city of Louisville little interest cen- 
tred on the State ticket and a light vote was 
cast. Greatexcitement was manifested over 
the legislative race between Henry Clay, 

dson of the statesman of that name, and 
Coes Palmer Caldwell, th Democrats 
personal grounds. 
Clay, fearing fraud and knowing of 
bribery, took out warrants for the 
errest of Henry C. Murrell, Chairman of 
the Finance Commitiee of the Board of Alder- 
men; Charles Kremer, Wharf-master, and 
John H. and James Whallen, proprietors of 
the Buckinzham Theatre and prominent politi- 
ciens. They were charged with bribery. 
Clay was opposed by the purchasable eiement, 
and three of his friends, John Baskin, James 
Givens, and John Noyes, all prominent 
young men of aristocratic connections, were 
arrested on counter warrants. At the polls 
blue card-boaréd tickets were issued on which 
was printed: ‘* $2—Good for one day’s work— 
£2.” Negroes and whites who were to be pur- 
chased received these after voting for Cald- 
well and the tickets were immediately cashed. 
The arrests created a great sensation, not- 
withstanding the fact that heretofore at 
elections money has been openly used 
and votes purchased at regular market 
rates. Clay determined to prevent it in his 
race. The four Caidwell men under arrest are 
members of the most powerful political organ- 
ization in the city, and Clay isa young man 
of talent, backed by many influential men. He 
is a criminal lawyer of standing, and has an- 
nounced his intention of prosecuting the ac- 
cused bimself. All of the arrested persons 
were released on bond untilto-morrow. Cald- 
well was elected by a majority of 79. 

Reports up to 1 o’ciock show that Knott 
runs behind his ticket slightly. At Bryants- 
ville Village, in “‘ Bloody Garrard County,” 
an election riot was precipitated by efforts of 
the Republicans, it is said, to prevent Demo- 
cratic voters trom polling. Three negroes 
were killed and two mortally wounded, and 
William Arnold and Hamilton Wylie, Demo- 
crata, badly wounded. 

CrncixnaTi, Aug. 6.—At this hour the indi- 
cations are that the proposition to calla con- 
stitutional convention, which was, submitted 
to the people of Kentucky at their State elec- 
tion to-day, has been defeated. It requires a 
majority vote of all the electors of the State 
to carry such a proposition. All who failed 
to go to the polls today will be regis- 
tered as voting against the proposed con- 
vention. There is nothing so much 
needed in Kentucky as a_ revised 
Constitution. ‘The present instrument was 
adopted early in the fifties, and is badly be- 
bind the times. Jt plac.s restrictions upon 
public works of all kinds, the building end 
operating of railroads, the public schools, and 
other interests equally vital, that amount 
almost to suppression. This fact has been 
brought home to the people, and had there 
been a full vote to-day a revision of the docu- 
ment would have ween authorized. Leading 
men in both parties say that the defeat of the 
proposition to-day, if it has been Jefeated, will 
be oniy temporary. Tuey will continue to 
bring it before the people at succeeding elec- 
tions until it is carried. 

FRANKFORT, Aug. 6.—The Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee estimate the Democratic ma- 

ority at from 40,000 to 50,000, with the Legis- 
ture overwneimingly Democratic. 

Vaxcegurc, Ky., Aug. 6.—The Republi- 
cans carry every precinct in Lewis County 
and elect three Kepresentatives. 

CaTLETIsuuRrs, Ky., Aug. 6.—The Demo- 
crates reverse the last election and carry the 
entire county. 

Covincton, Ky., Aug. 6.—The following is 
the resuit of the election here to-day: Knott, 
(Dem..) 1,464; Morrow, (Rep.,) 833; Knott’s 
majority, 571. For Constitutional Conven- 
tion, 2,070 against none. 

Newport, Ky., Aug. 6.—The following is 
the result of the election here to-day: for 
Governor—Knzott, (Dei.,) 1,194; Morrow, 
(Rep.,) 1,418; Morrow’s majority, 822. For 
Constitutional Convention, 2.425, against none. 
The vote will be close between the parties in 
Campbell County.

NEW-JERSEY GOVERNORSHIP. 
WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS ON THE REPUS- 
LICAN PROSPECTS. 


Hackensack, N. J.. Ang 6.—Congress- 
man William Welter Phelps, of this State, in 
an interview in reference to the use of his 
name in connection with the Republican nom- 
ination for Governor this Fall, says: ‘i have 
never even dreamed of the Governorship in con- 
nection with myself.

‘otts is out of the question. He showed him- 
pelf in 1830 to be a man of extraordinary por- 
plarity with the people of this State. He 
taade an extraordinary run tor Governor, 
and, if he had not taken himself out of the list 
of candidates some months ago, no doubt he 
would have been nominated without opposi- 
tion, and his election, in my judgment, would 
be a.certeinty, I look upon the prospect as 
wary hopeful for the Republicans. New Jer- 
sey Republicans. as o whole. were not 
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badly drowned out in the Democratic 
deluge last Fall, the Democratic ma- 
— in New-Jersey has been stead- 
ly growing less for years. Even last 
year, in spite of the tidal wave, they had only 
2.100 on the Congressional vote. New-Jerse 
is a close State, and is going to remain so this 
year; and next, in all probability, if the Re- 
publicans keep up their courage, they will 
have as good a chance to elect their Governor 
next November as their opponents.” The 
Hon. John Hill privately positively declined 
to be considered as a Gubernatorial candidate 
some time ago. Mr. Phelps’s remarks made it 
appear that he is again in the field.

UNDER THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 
CANDIDATES SCON TO BE INFORMED OF 
THEIR STANDING. 

Wasurseton, Aug. 6.—To-morrow or 
the day following the Civil Service Commis- 
sion will inform candidates for departmental 
clerkships throughout the country of their 
standing, and will inform heads of depart- 
ments that they are ready to certify candi- 
dates {on requisitions to fill vacancies. There 
were 300 applications for departmental places, 
all of whose papers have now been examined 
and their absolute and relative standing de- 


termined. Each candidate will be informed 
respecting his absolute standing only, and the 
relative position of each on the list will not 
be published. The commission choose this 
policy in order to protect the department offi- 
cers from pressure, for those who stood high on 
the list would be apt to do what they could to 
find and even force vacancies by personal so- 
licitation and the assistance of influential 
friends. As it is now, candidates will be held 
somewhat in suspense, though they will be 
able to surmise about where they stand when 
the appointments begin to be made by notic- 
ing the marks of those who receive them. 
Chief Examiner Lyman, who had charge of 
the papers, says that the larger number of ap- 
plicants passed above the minimum lim- 
it of 65 per cent., and that the average 
is very good. Some of the candidates, 
on the other hand, were curiously ig- 
norant. The papers were examined with 
extreme care and fairness on a rigid system 
and one which made collusion possible, 
One curious fact brought out by the examina- 
tion is that many of the highest candidates ere 
colored persons. This is perhaps to be ex- 
plained on the ground that the salaries offered 
for the clerkships are more of an object and 
attract a better class of men, comparatively, 
among colored people than white men. Sala- 
ries in the postal service, for instance, begin at 
$400, and do not getymuch above $800 or $1,000, 
and in consequence the commission find that 
fewer candidates of good and education 
apply than they could wish. Salaries of this 
range are of much greater attraction to edu- 
cated colored than to white men and are 
sought by them with greater keenness. The 
sa:ne may be said of female applicants. 

Up to the present time there have been only 
one or two calls — the commission from the 
departments for clerks. When the reform gets 
into proper running order, however, it is sup- 
posed that there will be 300 or 400 departmental 
vacancies annually to be filled on requisition. 
This, however, is only a rough estimate, 
gauged upon the working of the Curtis rules 
in 1573 and 1874. It is thought that one effect 
of the change in the service will be to make 
the departments slow tocail for new clerks, 
There will then be no _ necessity of 
filling vacencies to ray politicians or infiu- 
ential friends, and clerks wil) only be asked 
for as they are really needed. Mr, Lyman 
says that he remembers that under the Curtis 
rules there were sometimes 30 or 40 vacancies 
in the Treasury. Work was slack, and there 
being no pressure for the places the desks were 
allowed to remain vacant. Mr. Lyman found 
the popular feeling in New-York State and 
New-England very strong in favor of the re- 
form. In some parts of the West, in In- 
diana, for instance, the peopie showed 
less interest. He found a more friendly 
spirit in the South than he had expected. 
The examinations had been carefully and, in 
the main, satisfactorily, conducted. The pa- 
pers were not stolen, but once—in Philadel- 
phia. It was, ofcourse, a difficult matter to 
avoid accidents of this sort, but they had ex- 
ercised all possible care, ‘and experience would 
supply new safeguards. In this matter, as in 
many others, there would be some difficulty 
and friction at first, but when the reform was 
once smoothly in operation, its benefits would 
be so apparent that no backward steps would 
be possible.

A COLORED MAN’S COMPLAINTS. 
HE ADVISES SOUTHERN NEGROES TO VOTE 
FOR DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES. 

Caarueston, 8. C., Aug. 6.—Thomas 
Hamilton, of Beaufort, one of the most promi- 
nent negro politicians in this State, has writ- 
ten a letter to the News and Courier roundly 
denouncing the Republican Party, and insist- 
ing that the negro has rights which must be 
respected. He says: 

** Ali that the negroes get for their fealty to the 
Republican Party is some minor appointments, 
such us boat hands, &c., which nobody else wants. 
The only good position which is held by a negro in 
south Carolina stn Bn that held by Mr. Wilder, 
Postmaster at Columbia, and he is kept there by 
Senator Hampton, who is a Democrat. All the 
other Republican office-holders in the State, with 
the exception of the underlings already referred 
to, are white men. I bold that the negro owes 
radicalism nothing. Admitting. for the sake of 
argument, that he did owe it something after the 
war, which I deny, he has given it 20 years 
of the most active service of his life 
and during these 20 years the party has brought 
such disgrace on thenegro name that it will take 
generations to wipe it out. When the Republicans 
controlled this State all that the teachers could 
get for their certificates was 40 cents on the dollar. 
Now, when the State is controlled by Democrats, 
they are worth ose hundred cents on the dollar. 
Education is the one great need of the negro race, 
and the party which has given the most aid to edu- 
cation is the one which the negro should support. 
It is folly for the Republicans in Congress to give 
asanexcase for not voting for the Educational 
bill that che money would be put into the hands 
of Democratic Superintendents of Education. We 
must judge the future by the past. What has Re- 
publicanism done in this State toward educating 
the negro youth? Everybody knows that the Re- 
publicans ae stole the money intended for 
education and applied it to fast horses, gold 
waiches, and diamond pins, and I venture to say 
that if the money were turned over to the same 
class of men again by the Government for educa- 
tional purposes the negro would uever profit by a 
cent of it. Gov. Thompson when Superintendent 
of Education aid far more toward educating the 
negro youth in four years than the negro leaders 
did in ten, and his Democratic successor is 
following his example. The negro is twice 
as well off under Democratic administra- 
tion. The negroes receive more than twice the 
amount of education and the teachers receive 
almost three times as much for their certificates, 
while jurors and witnesses get twice as much for 
their tickets. Why, then, should a negro be 
ashamed or afraid to join the Democratic Party, 
or why should they be ashamed or afraid to cut 
loose from the Republican Party and stand as a 
party by themselves, holding the balance of power, 
so as to throw it on the side that will give them 
the largest measure of substantial nefit and 
recognition. [t is nonsense for the negro to clin 
to the Republican Party. Stalwarts and half- 
breeds. are all the same, Put either of 
them in power and they will give white 
men tbe choicest places, while the negro, to whom 
they owe everything, must content himself with 
the leavings. Can the Democrats do worse? It is 
high time for the negro to have done with the 
folly of being frightened at the word Democrat. 
He has but two questions to consider now: First, 
what is best for the negro; second, what is best 
for the country? Nobody objects to Northern 
white men coming South and identifying them- 
selves with us, and if they happen to deserve office. 
Jet them cetit. But I do object, and never will 
lend my aid or influence in any way, to any class of 
men leaving Washington with their appointments 
in their pockets, and coming here to rule among 
native Carolinans. What are the plain facts? 
There are about 150 white Republicans In the State, 
and about 130 of them hold Government appoint- 
ments. Those who are not in office are in business 
and invariably vote the Democratic State ticket.”

NEWS OF THE OLD WORLD 


A REVOLUTIONARY UPRISING IN 
SPAIN. 
THE GARRISON AT BADAJOS REVOLTS AND 
SEIZES THE FORTRESS—THE INSURREC- 
~ TION NIPPED IN THE BUD. 

Mapnrip, Aug. 6.—The outbreak among 
Bpanish troops reported from Portugal oc- 
curred in the city of Badajos, capital of the 
Province of the same name. The garrison of 
the town, numbering 700 men, pronounced for 
a republic, the Constitution of 1869, and Ruiz 
Zorilla for President. The troops and the peo- 
ple fraternize. Several regiments of soldiers 
have been dispatched to Badajos to suppress 
the rising. 

Later particulars of the uprising are to the 
effect that the garrison disarmed the gen- 
darmerie and the Customs guards and occupied 
the railway station. The disaffected troops 
also closed the gates of the fortress. A minis- 
terial order has been gazetted proclaiming 4 
state of siege in Estremadura, and appointing 
Gen. Blanco commander of the forces in that 
Province. Eleven hundred persons partici- 
pated in the proclamation of the republic at 
Badajos, 400 civilians having joined the sol- 


diery. It is believed that the insurgents seized 
several thousand muskets which had been de- 
posited in the fortress. The Customs guards 
refused to join the movement. It is stated at 
Lisbon that Ruiz Zorilla planned the rising. 
Gen. Blanco is on his way to Badajos from 
Madrid with a strong force. 

The insurgents carried off 300,000 pesetas 
from the Treasury when they retired to the 
frontier. An official dispatch, published here 
at 7 o’clock this evening, says: ‘‘ The revolt has 
entirely ended. The insurgents have either been 
arrested in Spain or have fied into Portugal. 
The troops sent to suppress the revolt have 
been ordered to return to Madrid. The 
whole peninsula is tranquil. Before aban- 
doning Bodajos the insurgents de- 
stroyed a lroad bridge a good dis- 
tance from the town in order to retard the 
advance of pursuing troops. Two Lieutenant- 
Colonels and two Majors were the ringleaders 
of the rising. The military and civil Govern- 
ors and superior officers were closely confined 
from the beginning of the revolt.” 

Lisson, Aug. 6.—An official dispatch states 
that the rising of the military at Badajos was 
not pepe by the inhabitants of the city, 
nor had it any support from the other Prov- 
inces of Spain. The insurgents are now march- 
ing to the Portuguese frontier, where they will 
be disarmed and interned. A few Spanish 
soldiers surrendered to the Governor of Elvas, 
Portugal, to-day. Authority has been re-es- 
tablished at Badajos. 

The leader of the revolt was a Colonel of 
cavalry. The insurgents on Sunday placed a 
portrait of King Alfonso on the balcony of the 
Town Hall with the idea of provoking a dem- 
onstration against monarchy. The portrait 
fell during the night. Bodies of tr’vops of all 
arms took refuge at Elvas, Portugal, to-day.

A 
mob attacked the Jewish quarter and de- 
stroyed many houses and liquor stores belong- 
ing to the Jews. It is now reported that 100 
persons were killed or wounded during the 
rioting in the town. 

Rome, Aug. 6.—The letter of President 
Grévy to the Pope in answer to the communi- 
cation of his Holiness relative to church mat- 
ters in France justifies the position taken by 


the French Government against the ettacks 
of the clergy, and says that France has no in- 
tention of making war upon the church. M. 
Grévy says he hopes an agreement between 
his Government and the Vatican will be ar- 
rived at, now that both take a stand upon the 
loyal observance of the Concordat. 

NDON, Aug. 6.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon, Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, 
Under Foreign Secretary, said there was some 
misunderstanding in regard to the nature of 
the duties of Mr. Clifford Lloyd in Egypt. No 
appointmentof Mr. Lloydhad been made. Mr. 
Gladstone stated that the cholera had greatly 
delayed the reorganization of Egypt, and that 
an early withdrawal of the British troo 
from that country was not likely, as a stable 
Government must be established in Egypt be- 
fore they are recalled. Mr. Gladstone strongly 
reiterated that a permanent British protec- 
torate over Egypt was not intended 
HThe statement in a Central News dispatch of 

uly 12, that M. Krazewski, the Polish author, 
had been convicted of being connected with a 
conspiracy and sentenced to two years’ im-

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—Capt. Phelan, of Kansas 
City, the man supposed to be identical with 
O’Donnell, the siayer of James Carey, is at 
present sojourning at Cork, and therefore 
could not have committed the murder. 

Mr. Parnell has sent a cable message to 
America stating that he will be unable to visit 
America until after the coming general elec- 
tion in Great Britain and Ireland. 

M. Waddington, the new French Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, speaking at a work- 
men’s féte at Hastings, yesterday, said he 
wished all to know that his mission was one of 
peace and good-will. He had full hope thet he 
would be able to oe his object—the 
maintenance of friendship between Great 
Britain and France.

THE EGYPTIAN SCOURGE.

WAS IT A SACRIFICE? 
————~=_—>__-—- 
THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE BURNING 
OF A WOMAN AND HER CHILDREN. 

ATLANTIC City, Aug. 6.—No one of the 
horrors which occasionally crop out in the interior 
of New-Jersey has been more wrapped in mystery 
than the cremation of a woman and her two 
children last Friday nizht at Esteliville, six 
miles below May’s Landing, the county seat of 
Atlantic County, and 18 miles from this place. The 
facts became known yesterday at the raliway sta- 
tion at May's Landing, 36 hours after the tragedy 
had occurred. It took place in a settlement of 


87 families of Russian Jews, who were col- 
onized at Estillville a year ago by Gen. Burbridze. 
From midnight Friday until Sunday morning the 
tortures of the mother and her daughter seem 
to have been hushed up among these peo- 
ple. Yesterday morning a group of them 
appeared at the station with a wagon, 
in which lay a woman and girl. Both 
were burned almost beyond recognition, and it 
was ascertained that the purpose of their com- 
patriots was to take them to a Philadelphia hos- 
pital. Although none of the party would, 
or could speak English, it was finally iearned 
that on Friday, at midnight, awtul shrieks 
had been heard from the small frame cabin occu- 
pied bythe wife and childrenof Ivan M. Lo- 
towski. The husband had either deserted 
his family or wandered away in search of 
work. The cabin was found to be in flames. 
When the neighbors reached the burning cabin 
the arms and legs had been burned off a 6-year-old 
son of the woman. The mother was rolling in 
agony in the sand, and an 8-year-old danghter was 
so dreadfully burned that she was unconscious. 
The mother was a beautiful woman, about 24 years 
of age. Her long black hair was singed over her 
shoulders, and her eyes were fixed in the wild 
stare of delirium. 

The neighbors will give no definite details of the 
affair. Hints are thrown out by some of the He- 
brews that the woman sacrificed herself and her 
family, while, again, it is said that her ‘neighbors 
were unfriendly to her. After lying on tre hard 
bench in the railway station for seven hours on 
Sunday morning the young giri died. The mother 
was then removed tothe house of Smith Spence, 
where she now lies at the point of death. Thus 
farsbe has been unable or unwilling to give the 
particulars of the burning of her home.

SLADE GOES DOWN BENEATH THE 

HEAVY BLOWS OF SULLIVAN. 

THE HOWLING MOB THAT FILLED MADISON- 
SQUARE GARDEN TO SEE JEM MACE’S 
MAORI THROW UP THE SPONGE. 

The event which other circles in the City 
besides those devoted to sporting matters 
have impatiently anticipated for several 
weeks, in the meeting, with soft gloves, in the 
prize-ring of John L. Sullivan, of Boston, the 
champion heavy-weight of the world, with 
Herbert A. Slade, the half-breed Maori, 
whom Jem Mace discovered in Australia, 
culminated last night in another  vic- 
tory for the Americen champion. For 
& week past sporting men have been 
pouring into the City from all quarters of the 
country to witness the great match, and as it 
was known that every class of New-York so- 
ciety, from professional gentlemen to profes- 
sional roughs, were interested in the event and 
would be present at the “mill,” it was 
feared that even the Madison-Square 
Garden would prove of insufficient area 


to contain the spectators who would 
flock to the scene of battle. Suilivan was ex- 
pected to arrive in the City at 6 o’clock in the 
morning, but his train was delayed and did 
not arrive until 9 o’clock. He was accom- 
panied by his wife and a younger brother, and 
proceeded at once to the Ashland House, 
where he went tosléeep, after eating a light 
breakfast. Slade came up from Coney Island, 
where he has been training at West Brighton, 
early in the afternoon, and also sought rest, at 
the Putnam House. 

An onslaught was made on the Fourth- 
avenue entrance of Madison-Square Garden as 
soon as the doors were opened at 6:30 last 
night by a long line of men that had been 
forming for half an hour previously, and until 
after 9 o’clock a steady stream of sporting 
characters, men about town, brokers, politi- 
cians, professional and business men streamed 
into the Garden at the twoentrances. The 
struggle for place at times was exceedingly vig- 
orous, and only the vigilance of the police 
and a show of authority could keep the line in 
anything like a proper condition. Men and 
boys crowded each other along the Twenty- 
sixth-street wall as rapidly as they could, and 
until 9 o’clock the line on this street extended 
nearly half way to Madison-avenue. Specu- 
lators reapel a generous harvest by sell- 
ing the dollar tickets at 25 cents pre- 
mium, and pictures of Slade and “Sulli- 
van were hawked about in a good mar- 
ket. At the Madison-avenue' entrance 
the two-dollar crowd came somewhat later, 
but in large numbers, and here, too, the half- 
dollar premium was eagerly paid by many in 
preference to waiting in a long line, with the 
added uncertainty of securing a good vantage- 
ground from which to view the fight. The 
sidewalks on each side of the Garden were 
crowded with spectators of various classes, 
who required the occasional attention 
of the police to keep them in proper subjection. 
The carriages, in manv instances, nearly 
ran down men and boys who were anxiously 
awaiting the arrival of Sullivan and Slade, and 
were reluctant to budge an inch from their posi- 
tions for fear of losing arare spectacle. Wheu 
those worthies did appear the crowd gave gen- 
erous vent to its enthusiasm, and pressed for- 
ward eagerly to catch a glimpse of their faces 
and pass judgment on their condition. The 
speculators frequently knocked off the 
premium on their tickets at 8:30, as the 
crowd that was entering the Garden moved 
more quickly than before, and the crush was 
less, and after 9 o'clock tickets went with a 
rush at half-price. Many gentlemen who 
reached the Garden in carriages did not hesi- 
tate to avail themselves of the reduction in 
price, as they arrived just in time to witness 
the event of the evening. 

At 7 o’clock the seats inside the Garden 
.about the great floor were almost entirely oc- 
cupied, and a throng was pouring in from out- 
side which the police had great difficulty in 
keeping in line before the ticket window, and 
which was rapidly filling up all the available 
space in the building. The platform upon 
which the men were to spar was raised 
four feet from the floor, and was 24 feet 
square. At the suggestion of Mr. Mace 
the ropes had been placed 18 inches 
inside the edge of the platform, in order to 
preclude the possibility of Mr. Sullivan’s 
knocking his pupil off the boards—a precau- 
tion which, however, failed in effecting this 
purpose. About this platform a stout rail had 
been erected, protected by strong stanchions 
and braces, that the crowd might be prevent- 
ed in exciting moments from encroachin 
upon the precincts sacred to the fighters, and 
to still further effect this purpose a small 
army of policemen were stationed inside, 
who formed a fence about the interior 
of the rail. Policemen were also stationed 
thickly in a'l parts of the building, and all car- 
ried their heavy-weight batons. But the 
moral effect of the blue coats and brass but- 
tons was increased several hundred per cent. 
by the presence of the imposing figure 
of Capt. Williams, at whose glance the 
boldest ‘‘crooks” trembied. The crowd 
that thronged the building was made 
up of every class of the human male 
animal.i;There were Judges, lawyers, mem- 
vers of Congress, physicians, brokers, and 
business men. The sporting fraternity were 
largely represented and there were numbers 
of gamblers and their ilk among the crowd. 

No seats were placed upon the floor, except 
a few for the favored friends and attendants 
of the fighters inside the rail which surrounded 
the platform. Among them were ex- 
Representative Richard Crowley, State Sen- 
ators Fox and Murphy, Gen. Spinola, Harry 
Hill, John Swinton, Barney Biglin, Joe Goss, 
Joe Coburn, Ed Cahill, ex-Coroner Croker, 
Paymaster Cunningham, United States 
Navy; Assistant Attorney-General Kellogg, 
“Jake” Shay, * Billy” Birch, Nat Goodwin, 
Judge George Brush, of Connecticut, Joe Ac- 
ton, William Sheri:f, the wrestler; ‘‘ The Prus- 
siap,” Police Justice Hugh Gardner and Pat- 
rick Gavin Duffy, and a number of other 
prominent gentlemen and sports. Capt. WiI- 
liams had presented tickets to Star Route 
Brady and J. W. Mackay, the Bonanza King, 
but neither made themselves known during 
the evening. Harry Hill was surrounded, and 
his words of wisdom were eagerly listened to 
by all the gentlemen who could get near 
enough to hear them, Said Mr. Hill sagely: 
‘If that Maori goes in with his pluck up in- 
stead of with his heart in his throat be’s going 
to dosomething. If he can stand up for two 
rounds before Sullivan it’s my opinion that 
he’li stand up all through it.” 

Sullivan and Slade were advertised to ap- 
pear on the’platform at 9:50 o’clock, and as 
that bour approached the crowd began to 
grow impatient, and manifested it by occa- 
sional stamping and loud calls for the cham- 
pions. Soon afterward the occupants of the 
higher seats descried the figures of the 
two giants in the door-way, and gave the 
signa! tu the remainder of the crowd. ‘The 
applause with which they were received was 
terrific, and the frenzied and excited cheering 
lasted for several minutes after Sullivan, 
followed closely by the Maori, sprang upon 
the platform. They were 2ttended by a num- 
ber of individuals bearing sponges, towels, 
bottles of water, and similar articies. Sulli- 
van wore flesh-colored tights, » white shirt, 
and laced shoes. Slade was aftired in 
white tights, flesh -colored stockings, 
and laced shoes. Mr. Hill shook his 
head doubtfully, aud eaid to_ the 
throng about him: ‘Ah! they’re neither of 
them in condition.” Sullivan was sttended by 
Joe Goss, and there were involur*ruy exciama- 
tions of admiration as the latter pulled the 
shirt over the head of the champion, a 
his smooth skin and beautifuliy developec 
Slade’s shirt was also removed, 
greater bulk and softer flesh 
correspond = well with the 
lighter and more graceful physique 
of the other.

the sports in the audience that their gloves 
were not as soft as boxing-gloves are some- 
times made. Sullivan pressed his into shape 
upon the chair in bis corner of the ring, and 
then sat down und gazed calmly about him. 
The Maori also appeared perfectly at his éase, 
and his reguler features expressed no emotion 
whatever. Sullivan told a friend in the audi- 
ence that he felt like a race-horse, 

Wten all preparations had been made 
‘“Pop” Whittaker shouted for order, for the 
crowd had not ceased to cheer since the men 

‘had appeared and announced that Barney 


Aaron had been chosen as referee. ‘ Gentle- 
men,” he said, addressing the pugilists, ** when 
the referee calls upon you to break away we 
want you to obey at once.”’ 

* Time !’’ called the referee, and the two ad- 
vanced and shook hands amid tremendous 
cheering. Sullivan, adopting his usual method 
of warfare, at once made a rush for the Maori, 
and drove him back to the ropes, but Slade 
cleverly recovered himself, and each gave 
and took one or two blows and clinched. 
The screams of the spectators were so 
frenzied at this time that Referee Aaron’s 
shout of *‘ Break! break!’ was not audible a 
yard from the ring. When they finally broke 
away from each other and got into the centre 
of the ring, Sullivan’s mouth was bloody at 
the corners. 

‘*First blood for Slade! first blood for 
Slade!” shouted Harry Hill, and the applause 
which followed evidentiy angered Sullivan, 
for he rushed upon the Maori and knocked 
him backward to the floor, and a storm of en- 
thusiastic cheering followed. Slade was up 
again before the 10 seconds allotted to him 
had expired, and again he faced the champion. 
Sullivan made another rush upon him, drove 
him back against the ropes, and with a power- 
ful blow from his right arm knocked the 
Maori clean over the ropes, and he fell to 
the floor below like aslaughtered ox. The 
roar of applause that followed this feat 
was liko rolling thunder, but Slade 
immediately climbed upon the platform again, 
his features expressive of neither chagrin nor 
any other emotion. The two men had barely 
faced each other again in the ring before the 
three minutes that ended the round had ex- 
pired, and they took their seats in their re- 
spective corners and were rubbed down by 
tueir trainers. 

The second round was more evenly con- 
tested. Sullivan as usual rained a shower of 
sledge-hammer blows upon his antagonist, but 
Slade countered several times in the first half 
of the round, and though driven against the 
ropes, managed to get back into the centre of 
the ring. Several times the two ciinched 
and vigorously pounded each  other’s 
heads and _ bodies, and finally Slade 
was again knocked to the floor. He 
was up ina moment, and it became evident 
that Sullivan was somewhat winded by the 
vigor of his previous exertions. ‘* Now’s your 
time, Slade!” cried Harry Hill, as Sullivan 
struck one or two weak blows, which 
the Maori easily warded off. ‘‘Now’s 
your time! Go in and punish him!” 
Bnt Slade failed to take advantage of 
this opportunity, and Sullivan recovered 
sufficiently to drive him back againstthe ropes 
again before the end of the round. The Bos- 
ton fighter was panting heavily as he 
took bis seat in his corner, and _ his 
trainer and several admirers occupied 
the three minutes’ rest between thas round 
and the next, which proved to be the last, in 
frantic efforts to restore his wonted vigor. 
One of them threw cold water upon his back, 
another sponged his head and shoulders, and a 
third rubbed down his legs andarms. The 
Maori’s trainers also rubbed down their 
charge, and both men faced each other in the 
ring refreshed for the third round. 

There was a short interchange of heavy 
blows between them at the beginning of the 
round, when Sullivan struck the Maori a 
right-hander on the left cheek which turned 
him partly around. Then the champion made 
one of his famous onslaughts, and with a series 
of fearful blows, which the Maor! was power- 
less alike to parry or return, he drove him 
backward, and with a final tremendous thrust 
of his right arm felled him heavily to the floor, 
where he lay with his pody half off the plat- 
form, while a whirlwind or frenzied and long- 
continued applause threatened to bring down 
the building. The Maori Jay where he had 
fallen, and Capt. Williams and Slade’s backers 
sprang on to the platform. The latter raised 
the falien fighter and placed him in his corner, 
but he was too weak to continue thesbaitle, 
and Montague threw up the sponge, nine min- 
utes from the time the battle began. 

“Knocked out! Knocked out!” bellowed 
the entire crowd as one man, and the scene 
that followed beggars description. The thong, 
shouting and screaming, pressed over the rail 
into the inclosure about the platform, and 
many sprang into the ring, where they 
shook Sullivan’s hands agein and again, 
and cheered and applauded to the echo, 
while the fallen Maori was assisted from 
the platform by his friends. Then Sullivan 

left the platform, and the crowd charged upon 
the Fourth-avenue exit, and carried the inside 
doors with them from their binges, and surged 
into the street, still shouting and cheering for 
the champion. 

Previous to the appearance of Sullivan and 
Slade in the ring the crowd were entertained 
by a series of fistic encounters between less 
famous pugilists. First Mr. Jack Davis, of 
Birmingham, England, who came over with 
Jim Mace, pounded a man and brother 
yelept ‘ Nixey,’’ who hails from Liverpool. 
Then Mr. Fiddler Nearey and Mr. Bob 
Farrell exchanged blows to the manifest dis- 
comforture of the latter. Afterward Messrs, 
Pete McCoy and Mike Mulley engaged in a 
friendly set-to, and Harry Hill's favorites, 
Kelley and Murvhy, fought like two young 
tigers, and knocked each other around like 
shuttle-cocks. 

After the match Sullivan was found in ex- 

cellent humor and condition at the Ashland 
House. He was inclined to speak kindly of 
Slade. He declared that his opponent was 
‘‘as good a man as Mitchell, and better than 
Tug Wilson, who laid on the ground in a 
fight.” Sullivan said that Slade was, 
in fact, as good a man as he had ever 
met, but he was a _ novice, and not 
so strong as he expected. ‘‘I thought I 
was going to meet a man much stronger than 
myself,” said the champion, ‘* but then it’s no 
disgrace to him to be whipped, for he is a 
plucky fellow. He showed his spirit in coming 
back on the stage after I knocked him off. 
Some men wouldn’t have come back.” Sul- 
elivan added that Slade was not a hard 
hitter, and that after ke had dazed 
Slade by hitting him on the nose, ‘‘ knocked 
him silly,” as he expressed it, the Maori 
couldn’t expect to hold his own. Sullivan did 
not seem to be any the worse for the ficht in 
any respect, and stripped off his shirt to show 
THE Trmes’s reporter that he hadn’t a bruise 
on his body. The champion leaves for Boston 
at 9 A, M. to-day, and to-night will open his 
new saloon there in Washington-street. 

Slade was put to bed when he reached the 
Putnam House, and was soon after aroused 
for a hot bath. Jem Mace consoled him for his 
defeat by saying: ‘* You’ve fought well and 
I’m satisfied. You were ‘knocked silly,’ 
and no man is any good when he’s 
knocked that way, and you~ were 
beaten, but you were not disgraced. 
You’re a novice, of course, but you gave him 
a good fight, and next time we’ll win.” Slade 
declared to the reporter that he was all right 
‘*except a scratch under my eye.” His left 
eye, however, was badly swollen and dis- 
colored and the fighter was evidently very 
tired. 

Capt. Williams estimated the number pres- 
entin the Garden last niglit to be above 13,- 
000, which is the largest crowd that ever gath- 
ered there. Harry Hill thinks thet the house 
was worth at least $22,000.

The 
stalks are large ard healthy, and many will bear 
two larye ears. If the weather from pow to ma- 
turity is favorable it will make from 70 to 80 bush- 
els tothe acre. The above will apply to all parts 
of Iowa north of the Rock Island Road.

FEARS THAT THEY WILL NOTOBRY> 
THE BROTHERHOOD’S ORDERS. 
ANXIETY ON TRE PART OF BOTH THE TE- 
LEGRAPHERS AND THE RAILROADS—A 
BELIEF THAT THE RAILROAD MEN WILD 

STRIKE TO-DAY. 

Two very busy men ran in and out of the’ 
Manhattan Hotel yesterday at all hours of thé. 
day and evening. They were John Campbell,” 
Grand Master Workman of the Telegraphers®. 
Brotherhood, and Eugene J. O’Connor, Chair- -' 
man of the Executiva Committee of the same 
organization. A large number of telegrams 
were sent to various points by those nen, and 
several telegrams and letters were received by 
them. That this large correspondence and 
the unusual activity of Messrs. Campbell 
and O’Connor related to the expect- 
ed strike of the telegraph operators 
employed by certain railroad companies 
was evident. lt was expected by the 
Executive Committee of the Brotherhood that 
the operators employed by Gould’s Wabash 
Railroad system, the Chicago and Alton Rail- 
road, and the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad 
would quit work at noon yesterday. Both 
Mr. Campbell and Mr. O’Connor stated with- 
out reservation that the operators on the lines 
mentioned had been ordered to quit at that 
time, but at 10 o’clock last night neither of 
the gentlemen would admit that he had heard 
whether or not the order had been obeyed. ’ 
*“We suppose that the men are out,” said 
Mr. O’Connor. Regarding the operators em- 
ployed by the Delaware, Lackawanna and 


Western Railroad, Mr. O’Connor said that 
they were to have struck yesteraay, but for 
reasons of their own they had postponed the 
movement for a few days. The Baltimoreand 
Otio Railroad operators, be said, were not ex- 

ected to strike untilto-day. Poth Mr. Camp- 

elland Mr. O’Connor seemed somewhat anx- 
ious, but professed confidence in the ultimate 
success of the brotherhood. 

Several members of the Telegraphers’ Broth- 
erhood called at the Manhattan Hotel last 
night to inquire as to the result of the ex- 
pected strike of the railroad operators, Such 
meagre information as was given them was 
received in silence, and in many cases the boys 
wentaway with the cheery exclamation on 
their lips: ‘* Well, we will probably bear good 
news to-morrow.’’ Some of the less hopeful 
ones, however, shook their heads and said 
they feared that the attempt to get the 
railroad operators out had failed. “It 
would be bad,” said one, “if the rail- 
road telegraphers should refuse to obey 
the order of the brotherhood. But per- 
haps there bas been some misunderstanding as 
to when the order was to go into effect.”” None 
of the members of the brotherhood’s Execu- 
tive Committee seemed to know how man 
operators were employed by the railroadr 
named above, and the statement was volun- 
teered by one ot the members that there were 
between 400 and 500 on the Wabash system. 
A telegram received at the Western Union 
office late last night stated that ‘‘out of 500 
operators employed on the Wabashsystem but 
four bave gone out.” This telegram purported 
to have come from Superintendent Selden, of 
the telegraphic department of the Wabash sys- 
tem, and the four men who had gone out, it 
was stated, were at Decatur, Il. 

Early in the day Samuel Sloan, the bluff 
President of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company, sent out his an- 
swer to the communication which was left at 
his office by members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood on 
Saturday. Mr. Sloan wrote as follows: 

“The peremptory tone of the ‘requests’ seems 
te imply consequences that I cannot fail to nnder- 
stand aud appreciate, asking for a prompt reply 
and that the changes proposed must take effect at 
noon to-day! Iam not aware that our operators 
are dissatisfied with their salaries or hours of labor. 
No demands, so faras I am informed, bave been 
made for any change in either. Knowing as I. 
do many of our operators, 1 hesitate to believe 
you fairly represent them ali in your letter. 
Many, if not most of them, have been years 
in the service of the company; their pay in- 
creased and promotion made without solicitation. 
An operator has become our Superintendent of onr 
telegraph system. In all branches of the service 
ability and devotion to the interests of the com- 
pany are recognized. The master mechanics of 
our shops have risen from firemen and engineers. 
Bole arte Superintendent of the company has 


motion, and are not disappointed. Having for 
more than 20 years been actively employed as an 
executive officer, working hard, closely watching 
all these great Interests, sympathizing in the varied 
changes of labor and capital, I feel ths communi- 
cation you have sent mea mistake on your part. 
I therefore promptly reply and decline to accede 
to your requests.”’ 

Mr. Sloan stated toa Times reporter at 2 
o’clock vesterday afternoon that he had heard 
of no strike or trouble of any kind among the 
operators on his road. He thougkt there were 
about 200 operators, many of whom were sta- 
tion agents. He did not believe that any large 
number of the operators emploved the 
Delawaré and Leeks wanna Wo 
even if ordered to do soy the brotherhood. 
‘*A majority of our operators are under 
bonas,”’ said Mr. Sloan, *“‘and it would he 
folly for them to go onstrike, particularly 
when they have no personal grisvances to im- 
p lthem.” Mr. Sloan appeared unconcerned 
as to the results of the threatened movement 
on the part of the brotherhood, and said that 
if the operators should strike his road wouid 
not be crippied, as the trains were run in ac- 
cordance with a carefully prepared time sched- 
ule, and flag signals could be used satisfacto- 
rily at every point. 

The Delaware, Lackawanva and Western 
Railroad station at Hoboken presented its 
usual busy appearance late yesterday aiter- 
noon. Seven or eigbt operators are employed 
there, and most of them appeared to be at 
work. Division Superintendeut Andrew 
Reasoner said that no strike had taken place 
on his division of tae road, and he did not an- 
ticipate any. He had heard no_ complaints 
frcm any of the operators, and believed that, 
as a body, they were satisfied with the Rey 
they received. ‘Should a strike occur,” Mr.! 
Reasoner added, ** it would not interfere with 
the running of the trains. Our time schedule 
and system of fieg signals are already excel- 
lent, and we could speedily adapt them so that 
they would supply the place of tie telegraph.” 
One of the operators was smoking a small pipe 
just outside the office, and to him the re- 
porter put the query, “‘Why did you 

,not strike to-day?” Glancing guardedly 
in the direction of the  operating- 
room, tie man whispered, ‘‘ We were to strike, 
but there is a hitch somewhere. I guess some 
of the operators on this division refused to. 
quit. The talk is that out of the 63 operators 
employed on this division only 16 would agree 
to go out at the call of the brotherhood. Those 
who would not qutt are mostly station or 
ticket agents and are under bonds to the com-

ife in Steele’s hand incensed several of the 
striking linemen and they fell upon Steele with 
a rapidity and vigor that soon knocked the 
belligerant spirit completely out of him. He 
was very badly beaten, and when a policeman 
came along and collared him he seemed per- 
fectly willing to go to the Eighteenth Precinct 
Statjon-house. e strikers say that a formal 
charge of felonious assault will be made against 
Steele to-day.

ANXIOUS VOR MORE BEER.

A MEETING IN OPPOSITION TO EXCISE AND 
SUNDAY LAWS. 

A mass-meeting of the liquor-sellers and 
labor aeitators of the Eighteenth Ward Citizens’ 
Club of Brooklyn was held in the Brooklyn Labor 
Lyceum, Nos. 61 to 67 Myrtle-street, Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, last evening to protest against 
the Sunday and Excise laws of that city. 
Herr August Sedimeyer, at whose saloon the 
club usually meets, called the meeting to order. 
Resolutions were adopted in which tke pres- 


ent Excise laws were charged with being illib- 
eral and against the common sense of the com- 
munity, and especiaily onerous to the working 
people, who were unable to go out of town on 
Sunday for their beer. The citizens were asked to 
decide what steps should be taken to induce 
the Mayor to amend the course of the Excwe 
Commissioners; what should be done to inauce the 
Excise Comwmissioners of the neighboring towns to 
enforce the laws with the same strictness that they 
are out in Brooklyn, and what course 
should be taken to elect Assemblymen and Sen- 
ators favorable to the modification of the obnox- 
fous measures. 

Christian Pattberg, a prominent Socialist, sug- 
gested that the saloon-keepers keep their places 
open some Sunday and test the law. Otto Reimer, 
an ex-member of the German Reichstag, ad- 
vised the liquor-sellers to close their shops 
entirely on Sunday, and shutjoff the baek aoor 
traffic and see if by thet means the populace could 
not be aroused to such a pitch that the laws 
would, of necessity, be repealed. He also thought 
that the question could be so widely agitated that 
the policemen would refuse to enforce the provi- 
sions of the law. Other speeches were made, and 
then an attempt was made to appoint a general 
agitation cemmittee, but so many of those named 
for the position declined that the present commit- 
tee of five was authorized to increase its numbers

CHARTERS OF RACING CLUBS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 6.—An opinion of 
great interest to turfmen was rendered to-day by 
Judge Reed, of the Circuit Court, in the case of the 
Nashville Blood Horse Association against the Roek 
City Blood Horse and Stock Association. The Nash- 
ville Blood Hcrse Association was chartered by 
the Legislature 18 years ago, and the Lezgis- 
lature of 1883 made it lawful for any per- 
son to sell pools or to make any bet- 
ting, book, or combination upon any races 
run, trotted, or paced in this State or any other 
State, provided it was eonducted or made under 
and by the authority of a lawfully chartered and 
incorporated blood horse or turf association or 
stock or agricultural fair association of this State. 
Under this law several associations were organized 
and for atime sold pools without authority from 
the Nashville Bluod Horse Association, which ap- 
plied forand obtained an injunction restraining 
the new association from further operation. 
Tne Attorney-General filed a bill charging the 
defendants with acting asacorporation without 
being authorized by law, and asked that they be 
perpetually enjoined. The defendants claimed 
they bad legislation to sell pools by virtue of two 
different charters. In their answer they said they 
were first incorporated as the Rock City Jockey 
Club Association, under the act of the Legislature 
passed March, 1883, providing for the organiza- 
tion of jockey clubs, Afterward they were incor- 
porated in the name or the Rock City Aid Blood 
Association, under the act passed March 19, 1875. 
Judge Reed decided that the present charter of 
the defendants is an absolute nullity, the law itself 
being a nullity, as it fails to show the authority en- 
tailing,and tbe charter being a defective instrument 
as it granted them powers not intended by the 
law. He also decided that the defendants can be 
so incorporated as to have the protection of the 
law. The Rock City Blood Horse and Stock Asso- 
ciation will at once procure another charter and 
resume pool selling. Other associations will also 
be formed. Tne ease thus decided has attracted a 
great deal of attention and the result has created 
considerable excitement.

THE GOOD GRAY POERT’S VIEW OF OUR POPU:

Walt Whitman sent the following letter to

EAR Stns: Your kind invitation to visit you and 
deliver a poem forthe three hundred and thirty- 
third anniversary of founding Santa Fé has reached 
me 80 late that I have to decline. with sincere re- 
gret. But I will say a few words off hand. 

We Americans bave yet to really learn our own 
antecedents and sort them, to unify them. They 
will be found umpler than has been supposed, and 
in widely different sources. Thus far, impressed 
by New-England writers and schoolmasters, we 
tacitly abandon ourselves to the notion that our 
United States have been fashioned from the British 
Islands only, and essenttaily form a second Eng- 
land oniy—which isavery great mistake Many 
leading traits for our future national personality, 
and some of the best ones, will certainly prove to 
have originated from other than British stock. As 
it is, the British and German, valuable as they are 
in the concrete, ajready threaten excess. Orrather, 
I should say, they have certainly reached that ex- 
cess. To-day something outside of them and to 
counterbalance them Is seriousiy needed. 

The seething materialistic and business vortiees 
of the United States,in their present devouring 
relations, controlling and belittling everything 
else, are, in my opinion, but a vast and indispensa- 
ble stage in the New World's development and are 
certainly to be followed by something entirely dif 
ferent, at ieast by immense modifications. Char 
acter, literature, asociety worthy the name, are 
yetto be established, throngzh a nationality of 
noblest spiritual, heroic and democratic attributes 
—not one of which eat present definitely exists—

To that composite American identity of the 
future Spanish character will supply some of the 
most needed parts.

Final returns were due Jaly 1 
rom the county officials, and yet the following de 
linquencies exist: On agriculture and economies 
10 Auditors have pot been heard from; only 44 
Sheriffs have responded: 54 clerks have seat in no 
criminal] statistics at all; of Treasurers 42 have 
seen fit to answer; only 30 Recorders’ reports are 
now on file. Altogether less than 50 per cent. of 
the information demanded by the bureau, and 
necessary before valuable statistics can be com: 
piled, has been furnished, Nearly $600 in postegé 
is yearly expended by the department in mailing 

| blanks and urging responses, bat with ail the ef 
forts of the bureau the delinquents show a general 
indifference. ‘he last two reports of statistics 
furnished by the Indiana department ranked 
among the most valuable State documents of the 
kind ever compiled, but unless the law is read to 
delinquents pretty soon the next report will be 
waste paper.

HONOR OF THEM. 
RIFLE-SHOOTING IN THE UNITED 8TATES— 

FIRE-ENGINES IN LONDON—MR. GLAD- 
STONE'S SUCCKS8FUL MEDDLING. 
Lonpon, July 25.—America has taken 
much more interest in the shooting at Wim- 
bledon than is manifest on this side. 
some years past the national meeting has been 


regarded as more of a business affair of the | 


volunteers than a festival. When ‘the tent- 
ed field” wasa novelty the preezy lawns of 
Wimbledon were wont to be thronged by 
sight-seers during the gathering of the volun- 
teer clans. But nowadays the men are left 
to shoot unattended except by spectators who 
are personally interested in the scoring, and 
except on red-letter days the public give Wim- 


bledon a wide berth. There is nothing par- | 


ticularly exciting in watching the operations 
at the butts, and the riflemen regard their 
work as too serious to allow them any 
longer to indulge in “camp orgies.” The red- 
letter days are prize distributions and reviews. 
A large audience witnessed the former‘cere- 
mony this year, and everybody was glad to 
give the Duchess of Teck (Princess Mary of 
Cambridge) a hearty welcome. The impe- 
cuniosity of her husband compelling his resi- 
fience abroad for some time has set up a strong 
sympathetic feeling for the Princess, who has 
always been exceedingly popular with the 
people. Theidea that sne is going to live in 
“the narrow ways of needy penury” is, 
of course, the greatest folly. She will 
not have to take in washing or practice 
the mysteries of clearstarching. She 
will still live in a palace, but it will bein a 
quiet German country, outside the responsi- 
bilities and expanse of Londun society.

Teams.” In conciuding his very friendly re- 
marks he said he hoped the Americans would 
repeat their visit, and that they might be more 
successful next time. On the part of the city 
of London he heartily welcomed them to the 
Mansion House, and he tendered the same 
hearty welcome to their Canadian fellow-kins- 
men, whose Dominion was a proud jewel in the 
British crown, Col. Howard, of the Ameri- 
can team, replied with happy effect, and as I 
do not en the cable has done fuli justice to 
bis clever little speech I venture to give the lead- 
points of 1t, He said it was with peculiar 
m and satisfaction that they the youngest 
representatives of the English brood of chick- 
ens were being entertained that day 5 Sey of 
the oldest English cities. He assured the Lord 
Meyor that they fully appreciated the honor 
w was being donethem.

Their coun however, was still young in a 
many things, and more particularly in 
artand noble pastime of rifie-shoot- 
ing, in which very few States took any interest. 
[Loud cheers.] It is — understood that 
America will invite ish to Creedmoor 
next year, and that the challenge will be ac- 
pone Nothing is likely to stimulate America 
in regard to the rifle movement more than this 
second defeat, and to whichever side victory 
may go these international meetings help to 
cement and strengthen the good feeling of the 

two countries. 

Americans will be amused at “the expedi- 
tion” with which an English fire-engine re- 
sponds tothe call of duty. One day this week 
the Prince and Princess of Wales and several 
royaities of Germany witmessed the drill of 
the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, at their head- 
quarters, Southwark Bridge road. After in- 

ing the work-hops, engine-house, and 
stables. and witnessing the effect of a con- 
tinuous stream of water on a fire-curtain, the 
royal y were conducted to the quadran- 
gle. Here 16 steam fire-engines, fully equipped 
filed in; six of them, after inspection, lighted 
their fires for work. The other 10 then went 
outside to join in a gallop past later on. Dur- 
ing the getting uv of steam a very interesting 
exhibition of life-saving apparatus was given, 
but in regard to appliances it was exceedingly 
ola-fashioned as compared with similar exer- 
cises in New-York. The American ladders 
were, however, afterward shown, but 
only as assistants in the delivery of 
water from a great height. This work 
being over the royal party adjourned 
to the engine-room. An alarm of “Fire” 
was given, and the Standard reporter 
mentions with evident satisfaction the fact 
that within 32 and 34 minutes (not seconds) re- 
spectively a manual and steam Senangine 
were dispatched. I haveseen this donein four 
or five seconds (less, I think,) in Chicago, and al- 
most as guickly in New-York, where, however, 
the fire service is probably a trifle inferior to 
thatof the Lake City. Mentioning the incidents 
of both services here in London [ have often 
raised a laugh at my so-called ‘‘ Yankee exag- 
ons,”” When this manual and steam-en- 
got outside it was joined by the others, 
and 18 went galloping past at a fine rate, to 
the delight of a great crowd and the astonish- 
ment of the royal vary The machines were 
superb, no doubt, and the men and horse: were 
magnificent specimens of the most intelligent 
oi animals, buman and otherwise, But ina 
comparison of the ew, of movement and 
drill with America Capt. Shaw and his men 
are ** not in it.” 

“‘ Pity the sorrows of # poor old man.” Mr. 
Gladstone continues to *‘ meddle and meddle” 
with sublime success. Ireland, India, Egypt, 
the colonies. There is nothing but trouble for 
him! He and his colleagues are the weakest 
set of able men that ever geverned or did not 
govern England. They are only strong in one 
thing, their grip of office. Nothing induces 
them to let go. They cling to Downing-street 
with the tenacity of a whelk toa rock. In 
viting opposition upon any given point and 
lesting it as it comes along they meet defeat 
by a declaration that they will not regard it as 
a vote of want of confidence. It is not for me 
to si:y whether Conservative Government 
would be better for the country than a Lib- 
eral Cabinet. Both parties have their good 
and their bad characteristics. The present 
Government seems to bave annexed all the bad 
and but little of the good of either. It is pret- 
ty certain, however, that the general political 
sentiment of the nation is Liberal, otherwise 
Mr. Gladstone and his Ministers would have 
been turned out bag and gage long ago. 
They may be righteous men, but as a Cabinet 
they are a failure. All the talents may be 
shared among them, but as a Ministry they 
have not ‘‘a ha’porth worth of common 
pense,” which is worth a hundred-weight 
of —. Nothing succeeds with them. fhe 
addition to their ranks of that two-penny-half- 
penny renegade, Lord Derby, has done them 
the other mistakes of the Government by ex- 
citing the hostility of the colonies against the 
mother country. The latest fiasco of Mr. 
Gladstone is the Lesseps convention. In which 

position he cuts the sorriest figure, as the pro- 

claimer of the provisional agreement or the 
repudiator of it, one must leave to history.

tracted country. He has been at war ever 
since. To-day he isa wounded fugitive from 
his burning city. Cape Colony is steeped to 
the lips in trouble of England’s making; a 
liberal Viceroy’s policy in India has once 
more raised the shadow of revolt throughout 
the Eastern Empire; Lord Derby’s timid and 
shallow answer to Australia has incited the 
French at the New Hebrides to petition for 
annexation to France; the increase of the 
salt tax in an Indian district has set a 
powerful tribe on the war-path; the 
relations between France an England 
have never been so strained since the first 
days of the volunteer movement as they are 
now; Ireland bas practically had to be re- 
conquered; Russia daily moves forward on 
Merv; the trade of the country continues to 
decline, and, in spite of his vast majority, Mr. 
Gladstone has neither the courage nor the firm- 
ness to take his stand upon any administra- 
tive action of importance that is threatened 
by the Opposition. Itis only now when 500 
victims in 24 hours are carried off by the 
cholera in Cairo that a big, efficient, and well- 
directed meaical staff are to be sent thither. 
Weare in a “perilous state” politically and 
commercially. A strong Tory Government, 
or the opposite, a powerful Radical Cabinet, 
would be the best change that could be made, 
Perhaps a reign of Radicalism would be good. 
Mr. Gladstone is played out. Pulled at by 
the Whigs on one side, checked by the 
Liberals on the other, and brow-beaten 
by the Radicals, (all of them belonging 
to his own party,) his position is not 
an enviable one. He should be 20 years 
ounger to stand it, Why in Heaven’s name 

e does not retire to the Lords while he has a 
shred of reputation left 1s more than his friends 
or his enemies can say, for the former shake 
their heads when his name is mentioned and 
the latter smile contemptuously. Poor old gen- 
tleman, he looks worn out. His face is 
“‘drawn and wrinkled.” His eyes have a 
worried expression. The old hon-like, stead- 
fast look 1s gone out of them. His policy is as 
baggy and loose as the knees of bis thread- 
bare pantaloons. He walks with a shambling 
gait, and his hat is bigger than ever. His col- 
lars are limp and “‘stringy,’”’ as if they were 
in sympathy with his intellectual condition. 
Once in a way, when he has pulled himself to- 
gether, there is asuggestion of his former vigor 
in a few bars of his once sonorous organ, but 
he is an old old man, and on the authority of 
the poet-philosopher of Stratford one man in 
his time plays many parts and his acts are 
seven ages. It is useless to gainsav this by 
word or deed. Gladstone is drifting into that 
sixth age of slippers, shrank shanks, and ‘* the 
big manly voice” turning toward the childish 
treble that ‘‘ whistles in its sound.” Let him 
give place to younger ana stronger men, even 
to Chamberlain, if necessary, for extreme as 
some of that Minister’s opinions are, he has 
the courage of them and knows what he 
means, which can hardlv be said of any of his 
colleagues, except Lord Derby, who, in trying 
to be considered ‘ta safe man,” is only emu- 
lating the petty s*lfishness which governed 
the policy of the Vicar of Bray. 

Among the miscellaneous gossip of the time 
the following items are of interest: The Mex- 
ican debt is discussed by the city writers of 
the Jimesand the Standard. The former is 
in favor of trusting Mexico; the latter is not. 
The World ridicules the idea of Mexico ever 
paying anybody.

The 
scrip can still be bought for 2s, 6d. per $100. 
The idea of a syndicate to put pressure upon 
Southern States in the interest of other loans 
is an impertinence that will be just as wel] un- 
y treorbnw gp on one side of the Atlantic as the 
other. The Duke of Beaufort’s many Ameri- 
can friends will regret to hear that his Grace 
is laid up with the gout. Patti goes to New- 
York at the end of October, and itis under- 
stood that, the opposition of Gye notwithstand- 
ing, Mapleson will carry out his American 
contracts. The so-called Nationalist or- 
gans of Ireland are gleeful over England’s 
difficulties with France. One of them 
urges “armed and gallant France” 
not to “evade the issue with an adi- 
pose old enemy, incumbered witha strug- 
giing empire, with defenseless argosies, and 
with a disaffected Ireland struggling to be 
free.” And yet our Irish friends complain 
that freedom of opinion in Great Britain is 
auged astreason! Mr. Irving takes his final 
arewell of his audiences this week at the 
Lyceum, prior to his American tour. There 
is no truth in the statement that Mr. Clement 
Scott, of the Jelegraph, will accompany him 
in a professional’ capacity. Mr. Scott will 
probably visit the United States at an early 
day. e has long ardently desired to do so. 
Mr. Charles Wyndham suddenly appeared in 
London to the surprise of everybody a day or 
two since. The “engagement” between his 
daughter and Mr. Yates’s eldest son has 
not been ratified. Miss Wyndham will 
probably snag my ony Sed accomplished father 
on his return to the United States asa member 
of his company. Miss Lillian Russell has 
made quite a success in ‘* Virginia and Paul” 
at the Gaiety. She is an American beauty, 
and the mashers are understood to approve of 
her, What will these shiftiess nonentities say, | 
wonder, to Miss Mary Anderson? Mr. Michael 
Gunn is to manage the Lyceum for Abbey 
during Mr. Irving’s absence in America.

SALMON PLENTIFUL IN THE COLUMBIA.

Thousands upon thousands of salmon are now 
depositing thei: ova in the gravel beds of numer- 
ous streamé faraway up among the mountains, 
where the water is clear and cold from the melting 
snow.

GOOD PROVISION FOR EMPLOYES. 


THE INSURANCE ASSOCIATION OF THE BAL- 
TIMORE AND OHIO ROAD. 
A prominent feature of the management of 


the Baltimore and Ohio Reilroad Company is the 
insurance Association which President Garrett 


ployes of the road, by means of which they are 
guaranteed against wantin case of sickness, and 
their immediate dependents are provided with 
means in case of their Ceath. The association was 
incorporated May 8, 1882, underthe name of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Employes’ Relief Association, 
and has worked with such eminently satisfactory 


results since that asavings fund and building | 


features have this year been added to the original 
scheme. The plan of relief is divided into three 
features. One isto provide a daily allowance tor 
those disabled in the discharge of auty assigned 
them by the company, and an insurance pay- 
‘n case of violent death while so 
engaged, the amount paid being bated on the 
Wages earned. In the case of disability the full 
payment of the benefit designated is for the first 
six months only. and after that time but 50 per 
cent. of the amount cailed for is payabie. ‘Ihe 
second feature embraces a daily allowance for 
each day thata member of the association is un- 
able to labor because of natural sickness or in- 
uries received when not in the discharge of duty. 

‘hese benefits are payable for one year only, and 
eannot be claimed unless the sickness or disability 
incapacitates the member for work, at least six 
full working days. The third feature of thescheme 
provides for the payment of an iusurance in cases 
where death results from natural causeg”, or from 
injuries received otherwise than in the discharge 
of duty. 

in arranging the scheme of the orcanization Mr. 
Garrett divided the employes of the company 
inte two classes, the first comprising those em- 
ployed in operating traius and rolling stock, who 
naturally incurred most danger of accident to life 
und limb, and the second embracing the men not 
soemployed. The amount of premium to be paid 
monthiy to the association by each of these classes 
wasthen graded according to the salaries of the 
men. Members receiving $35 per month or 
under are taxed $1 in the first class and 
cents In the second class. The men who thus 
contribute are entitled to 50 cents per day if tem- 
porarily disabled while in the discharge of 
duty for not longer than six months, and 25 
cents per day after the sixth month; and 
their dependents rezeive $500 if the injury results 
in death, Incase of disability from sickness, the 
daily allowance is 50 cents for not more than one 
year, and the insurance in case of death is $100, 
The premiums are gradually graded until the tax 
on those receiving $100 per month salary is fixed 
at $5 for the first class and $3 75 for the second, 
the payment of which effects an insurance of 
$2,500 on a life Joat in the discharge of duty, and 
gives a daily allowance of $2 50 in case of disabil- 
ity when on duty. No employe is permitted to 
take the benefits of a lower class than that to 
which his salary assigns him, but a thirty-five-dol- 
lar man may, if he chuoses, pay the premium on a 
salary of $100 and be entitled to the benefits of 
that rate, 

Membership in the organization was not made 
compulsory on those employed by the company 
when the association was organized, but after that 
date it was madea condition before giving em- 
ployment to any manon the road that he should 
join the association. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Company acts as collector of the premiums, de- 
ducting from the pay due each member mon' bly 
the amount of his contribution to the fund. The 
Baltimore and Ohio Board of Directors passed a 
resolution guaranteeing the absolute fulfillment 
of all the promises and provisions of the 
constitution of the association, and President 
Garrett, on May 1, 1880, announced that in order to 
give full force and effect to the plan, and as an 
earnest of its solicitude for the comfort and wel- 
fare of its employes the company had con- 
triputed $100,000 as the nucleus of the fund. The 
company also gave the services of its staff without 
expense to the fund for all clerical and other 
business necessary for its management, and gave to 
the children of members, under 16 years old, the 
privilege of traveling free on the road, within a 
distance of 10 miles, when going to or returning 
from sehool. The moneys belonging to the asso- 
ciation not required for immediate use are invest- 
ed in United States bonds, Maryland State and 
muuicipal bonds, Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
bonds, or other first-class obligations. The fund 
itself is under the control of nine managers, five 
being chosen by the members and four by the com- 
pany. Members, in addition to the money benefits 
to which they are entitled in cases of sickness or 
> are provided with medical attendance 
ree. 

Although not incorporated until 1883, the asso- 
ciation was inaucurated in May. 1880, and since 
that time 28,103 policies have been issued, $309,- 
047 82 has been disbursed to members in the 
form of 12,428 separ te payments of benefits, ana 
$19,232 86 to surgeons and hospitals for attending 
and receiving 2,487 cases. The associetion, which 
started with a membership of about one-third the 
working force of the Baltimore and Ohio Company, 
has steadily advanced in membersbip, and now em- 
braces over 85 per cent. of the entire force of em- 
ployes of the road. So successful has it been that 
the company determined to add to its usefulness 
by establishing in connection with it a savings 
fund, and this is now fully established. Every 
member of the association is entitled to deposit in 
the savings fund, and the money so deposited is 
guaranteed by the Baltimore and Ohio Company a 
fixed rate of interest of 4 per cent. The fund is 
managed by a board of five Trustees, three of 
whom are appointed A the company and two by 
the depositors, with the Secretary of the Relief 
Association. Every member of the association 
has the privilege of borrowing from the savings 
fund forthe purposes of building at a rate of 6 
per cent, interest, and of repaying the loan in in- 
stallments. The relation of the employes of the 
road to the Baltimore and Ohio Company created 
by the Relief Association are apew yd the same 
as those between the compositors and the proprie- 
tor of Tae Times, in which office there isa similar

AFFAIRS IN CUBA.

PROPOSED COTTON BANK. 


RECOMMENDATION OF MR. COCKRILL, OF 


THH COTTON PLANTERS’ ASSOCIATION.

the further privilege of issuing silver certificates of 
deposit. This scheme is to embrace 10 cotton 
States, including Tennessee, by a combination of 
cotton mills and cotton plantations and the Cotton 
Planters’ Pank. For illustration, Col. Cockrill 
takes his own county of Jefferson, in Arkansas, 
with an annual crop of 30,000 bales. These 30,000 
bales are to be converted into yarn at a mill to be 
built by the combination of the planters of that 
county, ylelding, in the yarn, $75 a bale, and re- 
alizing in Manchester $2,250,000 in silver dollars. 
This silver is deposited in a Cotton Planters’ Bank 
of Jefferson County, and silver certificates issned 
for it. The planters have thus avoided all mid- 
die men and other expenses, and realize $60 in- 
stead of $35 or $40 in the lint. The annual 
deposit of $2,250,000 enables the bank to discount 
planters’ paper at 6 per cent. on 12-month notes 
secured by real estate. When the cotton is put 
into cloth by cotton milis, to be erected by the 
company or combination, it ylelds $150 a bale, 
which gives a capital of $5,000,000 on deposit. In 
this way may the cotton belt be independent of 
foreign capital. The first essential wil! be the 
charter for a bank which it is not proposed shall 
interfere with the national banking system. For 
the illustration, only a single county has been 
named. The extent to which the scheme and cor- 
responding increaso of capital may be secured is 
readily comprehended. If feasible and practicable, 
and we cannot see why, the South would soon be 
making cotton-cloth throughout the cotton belt 
cheaper than it can be made at Lowell and Man- 
chester. ‘ihe result would be an enormous capital 
raised from the most certain gold anda silver pro- 
ducing staple grown In America. With this capital 
dug out of the earth the South conld do more than 
build spindles and looms. In a short while she 
would be able to establish direet steam communi- 
cation with Liverpool on Southern lines of steam- 
ers, inaugurating a tide of wealth in immigration 
which has made the East powerful, and the bleak, 
eold region of the North-west rich ana populous. 

There is nothing chimericalin this scheme, But 
it is the only practical method of securinz the 
capital whieh is 1 ecessary to the desired consum- 
mation. 

There is none so dull in the Southern section 
now who do not realize that aiversified industries 
are absolutely necessary. Part of the lands, as 
Col. Cockrill suggests, mast be put into grass to be 
fed to improved stock. This stops a leak at once 
of the money that goes eleewhere for meat. The 
cotton must be spun literally in the cotton-fields or 
close by them, and thus stop another leak in the 
cost of transportation in bulk, for the spun ton is 
worth $75 a bale, and the waste sealerial geen into 
oil and fertilizers and stock feed. The yarn must 
be spun into cloth, which is worth $150 a bale. 
First the capital and the banking facilities for its 
accumulation, then the spindles, then the looms. 
The accumulation of capital must be rapid. The 
stirnulus to planting would be immediate, and the 
appreciation of cotton lands in value would be 
very considerable. 

It isa well-recognized axiom that in the past, 
with siave labor or without it, the only man who 
has not made money out of cotton has been the 
man who planted it. The commission merchant, 
the common carrier, the compressor, the seed-oll- 
maker, the epinner, and the weaver have ail got 
rich out of it, while the actual producer has re- 
mained poor. These facts ought to establish the 
certainty of the profit of the scheme proposed. 
The South's capital is its land, It is a land-poor 
section, with millions of acres of the richest cot- 
ton-produeing soilin the world. By what better 
plan can it raise the necessary capital than out of 
the cotton and cotton lands? The programme is 
worthy of consideration, and if deemed practicable 
the cotton States should be a unit in the applica- 
tion for the privilege sought at the hands of Con- 


gress.

EX-GOV. ANTHONY’S SON. 


HIS QUIET MARRIAGE IN &T. LOUIS—FOR- 


TUNES OF HIS FATHER.

The bride 
and groom were a handsome, sensible-looking 
couple. The gentleman said he was from Mexico, 
that his name was George H. Anthony. ‘The 
bride's name wart Campbell. I performed the mar- 
riage servieo, and soon a/ter the party left. I have 
seen none of them since, and I do not know where 
they went. I asked no questions, as they all ap- 
peared to know what they were doing, and the 
requirements of a legal marriage were fully pro- 
vided for.

He is now Superintendent of Construction of 
the Mexican Central Railroad from El Paso to Chi- 
huahua. George H. isa local agent, or something 
or other, on that road at El Paso.” 

It would be rather interesting to know why the 
scion of so distinguished a family as Gov.

It is hinted that there is a 
strong flavor of romance about the affair. Gov. 
Anthony was a very prominent Kansas politician. 
His cousin is D. R. Anthony, the fighting editor of 
the Leavenworth Zimes, brother of the indomit- 
able advocate of woman suffrage, Susan B. An- 
thony. D. R. Anthony, altnough a relative, was a 
bitter political enemy of the Governor, and was 
possibly, in an indirect way, a cause of the Gov- 
eruor’s departure from the State for Mexico. 
Gov. Anthony was very fortunate in his 
Mexiean career, as he procured from the Mexi- 
can Government a grant for the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé Railway Company to lay 
their tracks from the Rio Grande to the City of 
Mexico upon extraordinarily favorable terms. He 
has become very wealthy, and will be no doubt im- 
mensely rich through this move. Although the 
road is called the Mexican Central, it is simply a 
continuation of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé,and will no doubt be the greatest Mexican 
highway. Theex-Governor has every detail of the 
road in his charge, and is building it from both 
ends, the City of Mexico end being bailt out fora 
great number of miles. Gov. Anthony left Kansas 
and Kansas politics a poor man, and his career 
since he left that State has been a remarkably suc- 
cessful one. He is an illustration of the active, 
restless, go-ahead American, who is so frequentiy 
met in the late works of fiction.

| His release will bring tothe minds ofr many who 


are aequainted with his career some of the inci- 
dents in bis life andthe cause for which he was 
sent to the penitentiary and putin the garb cf a 
eonvict. His career in Lincoln and Garrard Coun- 
ties forseveral years before he was captured and 
sentenced to the penitentiary was regarded by 
many who lived near his home and by many 
abroad as that of a common outlaw, and 
there was much rejoicing when he was cap- 
tured by Marshal Hunter for having killed 
ib Kennedy, though there were many of 
his friends that exonerated him for much he did. 
It has been said that he had committed a number 
of murders, but as to this there were no specific 
charges. He was prominently connected in the 
riots that toek place at Lancaster many years ago, 
but it was for the killing of his uncle, Eb Kenne- 
dy, that he was captured, tried, and senteneed to 
the penitentiary. Kennedy and his uncle had not 
been on the best of terms for some time, and one 
day during the year of 1876 they met in Lancaster. 
Angry words followed, and the uncle was shot by 
his nephew and instantly killed. ‘The grudge that 
led to the killing was said to have grown out of 
rome action of Kb Kennedy while acting guardian 
for Grove Kennedy’s children. Eb Kennedy for 
years had borne the reputation of being a danger- 
ous man, and it was claimed the shooting had 
been done in self-defense, as the uncle had threat- 
ened to kili him. After the shooting, Kennedy was 
arreeted and brought before the Circnit Court at 
Lancaster for trial. The trial had been in progress 
three days. Kennedy's friends had eollected to a 
considerable number. The Judge, to prevent a 
scene in the Court-house, stationed a guard of 15 
or 20 men in the court-room, with instructions to 
allow no one to pass without making a rigid ex- 
amination for weapons. Everything passed off 
quietly until the decision refusing ball was made, 
and the Sheriff, assisted by the guard, was return- 
ing the prisoner to fail. The friends of Kennedy 
all collected in the hotel, between the Court-house 
and the jail, and as the prisoner passed he xsked 
to be allowed to step to the hotel door to speak to 
his wife, who was standing there beckoning and 
beseeching him to come to her. He was per- 
mitted to do so, and the Sheriff, followed 
by the guards, accompanied him. As he 
reached the door he suddenly sprang away 
from the Sheriff and bounded out of sight 
before the guards could pass the crowd that 
gathered behind in the hallway, thus covering his 
retreat. He made good his eseape, and, notwith- 
standing that the Governor offered a reward of 
$500 for his capture, he ran at large for nearly a 
year. While at liberty he went about the country 
armed to the teeth, and always had his horse at 
hand. In some localities he was eautious and 
alwayson the alert, but at other points he ap- 
peared perfectly at ease, mingling with people, as 
was his habit before the murder was committed, 
as, for instance, when he sojourned during a Sum- 
mer season at Crab Orchard Springs, where ho en- 
joyed all the delights of the season ad /tbitum. In 
October, 1877, Kennedy was captured by Marshal 
Hunter at his father’s place in Lincoln County 
while coming out of the stable, where he had been 
grooming his horse. By request he was brought to 
Louisville and here tried and sentenced to the peri- 
tentiary. 

it is said to his credit that while sober Grove 
Kennedy had always been a clever, peaceable man, 
and it was claimed for him that he was possessed 
of a much better disposition and much better prin- 
ciples than his uncle, whom he slew. He was only 
feared when under the influence of liquor. Then 
he made things lively for the neighborhood wher- 
ever he went. His bold, dare-devil defiance, his 
threats of murder, and the careless manner in 
which he handled his pistols made the people 
stand In creat dread of him. In Lincoln and Gar- 
rard Counties Kennedy is said to have a great 
many friends, who believe that he killed nis uncle, 
Eo Kennedy, in self-defense. 

David Ferguson, a prisoner from Louisville since 
April 4, will go out of the penitentiary to-morrow 
afree man, by virtue of a pardon issued by Gov. 
Luke P. Blackburn. The pardon will take effect 
to-morrow and says: ‘* For all moneys, &¢., which 
it is charged he was a defauiter to the city of Lou- 
isville or for any crimes of which he now stands 
indioted.”” He has been clerk in the hospital here 
since his inearceration, a place to which Le was 
wellsuited and where he was much needed. He 
has not changed any in pppesumace during his im- 
Se except that he has lost about 15 pounds 

n weight. He will leave here quietly to-morrow 
morning, in company with Mr. James Leech, Cash- 
jer of the Louisville City National Bank, and will 
go directly to his home, where awaits him the 
warm welcome and embrace of an aged mother, a 
wife made happy by his release, and fiye young 
children, the oldest about 15 yeara and the young- 
est 8. His friends will make an effort to 
get him a situation which will enable him to travel 
for a time, that he may the more composedly en- 
ter upon that trying ordeal of meeting people of 
Louisville, by whom he was once honored and 
who now are largely in sympathy with him. The 
crime for which Ferguson came to the penitentiary 
was misappropriating money of the city which 
came into his hands as Tax Receiver. Some time 
in January or December a shortage in his accounts 
during his term of office was discovered, and false 
entries in his books and forged receipts, &o.. 

ointed so strongly to the fact that some fraud 

ad been Jretioss against the city in which he 
had played a prominent per the fraud having 
been committed through his fiice, that the matter 
was taken beforethe Grand Jury by the Mayor and 
the Finanee Committee, who had made a oare- 
ful examination of the books, The result was 
three indictments against Ferguson, then occu- 
pying the office of Back Tax Collector, three 
against Philip Hinkle, Vity Auditor, and a like 
nuinber against George W. Levi, Assistant Chief 
of the Fire Department, the latter two being 
charged with complicity. Subsequently numerous 
other indictments were returned against the par- 
ties, except Hinkle, and Cope J. Snapp, Ferguson's 
clerk, was also indicted. Hinkle proved himself 
innocent, The jury in the Levi case failed to 
agree. In the counton which Cope Snapp was 
tried, the Commonwealth’s Attorney dismissed 
the indictment, and Ferguson was the only man 
who suffered on the first trial. He stood out until 
after the work of impaneling a jury had been com- 
pleted, when he entered tho plea of guilty, aceom- 
panied by a statement that he had appropriated 
the city’s money, but had fully expected at the 
time to return every cent of it. Said he had lent 
the money and had been disappointed In having it 
returned. Tne jury fixed his punishment at 
the lowest penalty fer the offense—five years. 
The amount of shortage was estimated at 
$65,000, but Ferguson claimed that he had never 
used the tenth part of that amount. Before Fer- 
guson was incarcerated a paper signed by a very 
large number of Louisville’s best citizens, praying 
his pardon, was forwarded to Gov. Blackburn, but 
his Excelleney refused to grant a pardon, stating 
that, as Ferguson had acknow!edged his guilt, he 
could not interfere with the course of the law. 
And so the eelf-condemned man came and took his 
place behind the penitentiary walls. Much con- 
jecture has been indulged in from time to time as 
to whether or not the pardon would not be granted 
by the present Governor before his retirement, and 
the feeling that such would be the case has grown 
upon the people, although but little has of late 
been sald about it, and so the news comes with 
little of the shook of surprise here, and will per- 
haps create no more surprise in Louisville,

MANIFESTO OF THE SOCIAL DEMOCRATS. 
From the London Neve. 

The Social Democratic Associations of the 
metropolis, who just now are most active at the 
east end of London, have issued a manifesto, in 
which, after lamenting the suppression of the 
Paris Commune of 1871 and “ the assassination” of 
85,000 of its most heroic defenders, they state that 


“the capitalists are again alarmed by the unprec- 
edented growth of Socialism.” The associations 
accuse the ruling classes, both aristoeratic and 
capitalistic, with having ‘“‘explolted”’ the working 
men, and dgciare that *‘ Governments, no matter 
of what party, are but the instruments of these 
classes, and under different disguises of Judges 
and police, priests, or hangmen, use their streneth 
and energies to suppert the menepolies and_priv- 
ileges of the exploiters.” The question, “Do we 
at least possess the right ef expressing our 
thought?” Is answered in the negative. Not only 
in Russia, Germany, and France, but in England, 
freethinkers and men like the editors of the /rei- 
heit are imprisoned for expressing their opinions. 
If the working classes desire a new order of s80- 
ciety, ‘in whieh every one should produce accord- 
ing to his ability and consume according to his 
necessities,” it will have to be conquered by the 
working people for themselves. ‘The associa- 
tions have no confidence in members of Parlia- 
ment. They say: “Experience disperses the 
iliusions of those who have believed’ in Govern- 
ments and laws, and they cease to trust any 
longer to the false advocates—Tory, Liberal, or 
Republican, who always appeal for the assistance 
of the people when in danger and betray them 
whenin power.” In conclasion, the Social Dem- 
ocrats declare that in order to conquer in this 
struggle of labor against capital they must con- 
tinue the work of the International Association of 
Working Men, and they call upon working men of 
all countries “‘to overthrow the present competi- 
tive state of society and establish a new one upon 
equality, liberty, and justice. Seventeen associa- 
tions have adopted this address, including the 
English, Freneh, Dutch, Selavonio, and Polish sec- 
tions of the International Club, the German Clnb, 
the French Commnunards, the Labor Emancipation 
League, the Homerton Sociailet Club. and the 
Chelsea Labor Association.

“OQUIDA” ON AMERICAN NOVELISTS 


SHE APPEARS TO THINK THEM OVERRATED 
BY BRITISH CRITICS. 


The eolebrated English novelist, ‘‘ Ouida,” | 
has written the following letter to the London 
to-day pardoned Ben Garrity, an ex-policeman of | 


Times; “I have only now seen your excellent 


leader on this vexed question in the 7imes of the | 


ldth of July. As I nave not been consulted by those 
who are now endeavoring to effect an arrange- 
ment with the United States, and as I am not in 
England, I am unaware of what shape the intended 
proposals are to assume, but I beg to express my 
hearty agreement with your Opinion that no steps 
which are taken without the publishers’ concur- 
rence on both sides of the ocean will bring about 
any practical results. As an ounceof fact is some- 
times more useful thana pound of argument, I will 
here state exactly what I lose myself by the ab- 
sence of any copyright law between Europe and 
Ameriea. From the time that my second novel 
was published Lippincotts’ firm, of Philadelphia, 
alweys gave me £300 (sterling) for the advance 


sheets of each romance, and the head of the 
house repeatedly said that were there a copy- 
right law he could give meas many thousands as 
he gave under present. circumstances hundreds 
of pounds. Whena few years ago the ‘ courtesy 
of the trade’ was broken up by the chcap plracies 
published by Munro & Co. of every English novel 
worth reprinting, Lippincotts were unable to con- 
tinue to pay £300 for each set of advance sheets, 
and can scarcely afford one-fourth of that price, 
as Munro's cheap reprints make the first issue fau- 
thorized by me] comparatively worthless. That 
Munros, however, are themselves conscious that 
piracy ig not altogether the perfectly enjoyable 
thing it appears may be argued from the addition- 
al fact that they sent me some * conscience money’ 
for one work, {‘ The Viliage Commune,’] and that 
they offered to purchase some future advance 
sheets,an offer which 1 did not accept out of a 
loyal feeling due to long association with Lippin- 
cotta. 

Now all that is wanted is snch a law as shall 
make whatever publisher one may select in Amer- 
ica able to protect his authorized reissues, but 
how this is to be obtained in defiance of the pub- 
lishers I cannot see. If the good-will of American 
publishers is only to he gained by admitting Amer- 
ican reprints of European works into Europe, I for 
one would far sooner endure the ills of the pres- 
ent state of piracy than purchase redress at such a 
price, which would mean the ruin of European 
editions. Once granted, as you grant, that copy- 
right lawis necessary to secure to the author the 
fruits of his labor, and is thus beneficial to the 
whole world, it must be granted also that no proper- 
ty is so ill-defended as that of the works of the brain. 
Bat we cannot secure fuller defense for it merely 
by attacking the publishing class, whose interests 
are bound up with those of authors. The ebief 
fault of all the recent proposals of the commission 
held to examine the possibility of a copyright law 
between England and America was that they dis- 
regarded all the interests of English publishers. It 
is of no use to talk of honest or honorable feeling 
to the American Nation as regards English litera- 
ture. They say with cynical frankness that so long 
as they can steal it for nothing it does not serve 
their purpose to pay forit. I, for one, never hope 
tosee them abandon this position. When they do, 
their commercial morality will be purer than it is 
at present. The ‘dime novel’ suits their purses 
and their tastes, and European authors are sacri- 
fied without any scruple that America may be 
supplied without this ugivy and ill-printed produc- 
tion of an ‘advanced civilization.’ You say that, 
half aloaf being better than no bread, ‘ it would 
be expedient to accept what American publishers 
are willing to yield.’ Allow me to repeat thatif 
what they would yield, however much or little it 
would be, would be saddled with the obligation 
to admit American editions of European works 
{inte Europe, the concession would be bought ata 
ruinous price for us, however fair on the surface 
it might look. If the English writer consent to In- 
jure the Englisn publisher, he will find himself in 
the same plight with the dog who dropped its bone 
for the shadow thereof. Nothing should be ac- 
cepted by the English writer except such con- 
ditions as wou'd leave him legal master of his own 
right to print as he pleases and write where he 
pleases in both countries; anything less than this 
would be a delusion and a snare and were best re- 
jeoted, if offered. This point was not insisted on 
with half enough force at the time by the English 
representative when negotiations for international 
copyright were pending between Sir E. Thornton 
and President Garfield. 

Meantime I am curious to know on what terms 
Engiish publishers issue the American novels with 
which the English publishing lists have for the last 
two or three years been filled. Are they paid for? 
If so, in what proportion? Are their English 
issues protected by the English ‘courtesy of the 
trade’—i. ¢.. by that system which no longer pro- 
tects our English novels in their American edi- 
tions? There is a tendency at this momentin Eng- 
land to overestimate American novels. Recently 
& one-volume story obtained a popularity and 
praise wholly beyond its literary merits be- 
eause the author, an English gentleman, wrote 
of himself in the first person as an American 
who had lived in Italy; if he had acknow!l- 
edged himself an Englishman the story would have 
probably passed unnoticed. In view of this bias 
toward American literature in the English press 
and publishing trade, is it not pertinent to ask 
what effect willit have upon English literature? 
Leaving apart the purely intellectual questions of 
the injurious influences it will certainly bring to 
bear upon the English language and astyie, let us 
adhere to the simple practical matter of copyright; 
if English authors cannot protect their works in 
America and if English publishers crowd their 
shelves with American ss which they get for 
next to nothing, what will be the consequence? 
The FEngtish authors will be ruined by reprints of 
American books produced in London as the Amer- 
can author has long protested that he has been 
ruined by reprints of Engiish books produced in 
New-York and other American cities. The pub- 
lishers on either side of the Atlantic will get mul- 
titudes of works, more or less inferior, but salea- 
ble, for next te nothing; original and inteilectual 
writers will suffer equally in both America and 
England. The glutting of the English book mar- 
ket and the English circulating library with Amer- 
ican fiction [which is no doubt bought very cheap- 
ly by the English trade, if not got wholly gratis) is 
to the full as serious a matter for the English nov- 
elist asthe republication in Americaof his own 
works without due recognition of his title to them. 
It may soon come to be said of the English, as you 
say of the American, publishers, that they care ‘ lit- 
tle what fs tbe nationality of a work, or the profit 
derived from it by its author, provided they can 
obtain it sufficiently oheap.' The only possible ar- 
gument whieh may sucesed with them both will 
perhaps be this—that a literary property protected 
all round by law is more nhdvantageous to them as 
a@ mere speeulation than a stolen thing which can 
be stolen again with equal ease by any or all of 
their neighbors. It is sald that American publish- 
ers are now convinced of this, but that the Ameri- 
can Nation is not so, as it considers stolen books 
the cheapest it can get; butit can only consider 
these so long as there are pirates to supply them, 
and there are signs, as I have shown, that even the 
pirates themselves are not satisfied with their 
gains. Meanwhile, what I want to know is this— 
on what terms are American novels republished by 
London ea It is a question of vital inter- 
est to all English authors.”

GOVERNORS OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
From the Boston Traveller, Aug. 4. 

Massachusetts has had but few Democratic 
Governors, and she has never manifested much 
desire to keep or indorse those she had. Her first 
Democratic Governor, James Sullivan, was chosen 
in 1807, and re-elected in 1808. Dyiag in 1808, he 
had no opportunity to try for athiraterm. El- 
bridge Gerry was a Democrat, and he was chosen 
Governor in 1810, and re-elected in 1811; but in 1812 


he was bowled down by avast majority. The 
fact that he was one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independenee helped him to 
his election, and to his re-election, but it 
conld not secure him athird term in 1812. William 
Eustis, a Democrat of high grade, was Governor in 
1824, but he died in office. Marcus Morton was 
ehosen Governor in 1839, by 1 majority, and that 
one vote was given unintentionally, and by mis- 
take, being cast by a stiff Whig. At the election 
of 1540 he was defeated by a large majority. He 
was ehosen Governor in 1843 by the Legislature, 
but not re-elected. Mr. Boutwell was made Gov- 
ernorin 1851 and 1852 by the Legislature. The 
Whigs then regained power, but were routed by 
the Know-Nethings in 1654, and Goy. Gardner 
was In office three years in succession. Mr. Banks 
was Governor in 1858, and he was twice re-elected. 
He led the Republicans into office, and they re- 
tained it until Mr. Gaston was chosen Governor, 
but who was not re-elected. The Republicans re- 
turned to power and kept it until Gen. Butler was 
chosen, and who is now in office, and who is ex- 
pected to be a candidate for re-election. Our 
olitical histery shows that a number of Democrats 
Seve been chosen to the Gubernatorial office, but 
that, owing to various causes, very few of them 
were re-elected. We are to recollect that the 
character of our population has changed greatly 
in the course of the last 60 years, and that 
that favors the Democrats; and the Republicans 
should bear in mind that exertions of an extra- 
ordinary nature will be required in a few weeks to 
bring about their restoration. That victory ean 
be theirs is beyond doubt, but it must be fought 
for, and there must be wise leading of their forces. 
It can’t be simply picked up, or merely taken. It 
must be the prize of good conduct, and the strength 
of the Republican Party must be got ont. Victory 
here in 1883 would be most useful in 1884, not only 
in the State but in tne Nation. The Democrats 
talk of gaining 10,000 votes in Boston, and such

LORD DERBY ON ZULU AFFAIRS.

From the London Times. 

A letter has been received by Mr. F. W. 
Chesson, Secretary to the Aborigines Protection 
Society, from the Earl of Derby,in reply to a 
communication from the committee on the subject 
of Zulu-land. The committee expressed their re- 
gret that in the resettlement of Zulu-land the 
High Commissioner should hava been allowed to 
depart from the principle which Lord Kimberley 


laid down, that In withdrawing from Cetywayo’s 
rule a portionof Zulu-land ‘no more territory 
should be reserved than is necessary to enable 
us to fulfill our obligations to the chiefs and 
people unwilling to remain in Cetywayo's 
territory... On the authority of the tate 
Bishop Colenso it was stated that, while much 
of Cetywayo’s country is barren and stony or 
swampy and fever-stricken, and some of it actn- 
ally uninhabitabie, the land in the reserveis “ the 
very choicest part of Zulu-land.” An extract 
from a letter from Cetywayo was given, in which 
he says: “My trouble is greater than that which 
I felt when imprisoned; I might say that I was bet- 
ter off when [| wasin bondage than now.” The 
committee ventured to think that Cetywayo’s 
complaints were well founded, and that the new 
partition of Zulu-land would, in its present form, 
prove fatal to the peace gnd progress of the conn- 
try. The following is the reply, dated Down- 
ing-street, July 21, 1883: Sir: I am _ di 
rected by the Earl of Derby to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your letter of the 13th 
inst., relative to the conditions imposed on 
Cetywayo and the boundaries between the reserved 
territory and the country which has been restored 
to him. Lord Derby is not prepared to reopen 
the question of the partition of Zuln-land. The 
division was made after consultation with Sir 
Henry Bulwer, whose reasons for recommending 
the formation of even a larger reserve will be 
found at page 197 of the Biue-book-C, 3,466. I am 
to add that the Special Commissioner of Zulu 
affairs has not assumed the responsibility for modi- 
tying in any way the instructions of her Majesty’s 
Government in regard to the boundaries of Cety- 
way's country; they have been fixed in strict 
accordance with announcements made to Cety- 
wayo before his return to Zalu-land and with the 
obligations of her Majesty’s Government to the 
chiefs who had been placed over the various di 
visions of Zulu-land in 1879.

OHICAGO PRODUCE MARERET. 


PROVISIONS MODERATELY ACTIVE AND VERY 
WEAK. 


Cxroaeo, Aug. 6.—To-day the leading produce 
markets were rather slow, and most of them were 
easier. Corn was firm and hog producte weak. The 
weather was fine, and the fact of a holiday in British 
commercial circles made the foreign trade dull.

The election of Mr. Knorr and his com- 
panions on the Democratic State ticket in 
Kentucky ‘was a foregone conclusion, al- 
though the Republicans carried on a 
vigorous campaign, in the course of 
they exposed the inefficiency 
and dishonesty of Democratic ad- 
ministrations. The Democrats seem to 
have been able to keep their voters in line. 
lt is unfortunate for the State that the prop- 
osition to call a constitutional convention 
has been defeated. Both parties supported 
this proposition, but it was necessary that 
a majority of the legal voters of the State 
should be recorded in its favor. A revision 
of the State’s Constitution is sorely needed, 
but it will not be made so long as more than 
half the’ voters stay at home or neglect to 
vote upon this question “when they are at 
the polls. 


Candidates who have passed examination 
ander the rules of the Civil Service Com-° 
mission will receive notification to-day and 
to-morrow of,their standing, and existing 
vacancies in the departments will then be 
filled by appointment from among these 
tandidates. Notice hasalready been given of 
three vacant clerkshipsin the War Depart- 
ment. The number of places to be filled 
‘will doubtless be smaller under the present 
Jaw than before its enactment, as political 
influences will not be exerted to find or 
create vacancies. Chief Examiner Lyman 
is.convinced by his experience thus far that 
the popular sentiment in New-York and 
New-England is strongly in favor of the 
new system; in the West there is a feeling 
of indifference. It is plain that the Demo- 
crats of Mr. PenpLETON’s own State have 
the utmost contempt for the law which bears 
his name. This appears not only in the for- 
mal official utterances of the leaders but 
in the tone of such papers as the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, which gave its readers a vulgar 
burlesque report of Mr. GrozsBeck’s recent 
‘wddress on civil service reform. 


The failure of the Hon. Brapiey Bar- 
zow’s bank at St. Albansshows how speedily 
speculation in railroads may sweep away 
the hard earnings of the,most successful star 
route contractor. The explanation given 
also shows that Mr. BaRLow’s experience as 
# contractor did not? teach him how to con- 
duct a bank with due regard for confiding 
depositors. What right had this national bank 
to discount railroad paper to an amount 
exceeding its deposits, and to’ make loans 
upon railroad bonds which the market re- 
jected? The fact is that the bank was part 
of Mr.’ Baritow’s private estate, as those 
will remember who recall the star route 
investigation of 1876. In those days, Mr. 
BaRLow was the king of the:star mail ser-, 
vice, engaged in developing, the country.; 
The annual pay for his routes was 
more than $1,000,000, and his liberality 
-and generosity were sometimes severely taxed 

by inquiring persons whom he found it 
necessary to pacify. Phenomerally fortunate 
as @ mail-carrier, he seems to have failed as 
a railway owner, probably because he found 
the methods by which he built up a large 
fortune as a contractor in the service of the 
Post Office Department not.applicable to the 
management of a railway. 


Great pressure was brought to bear upon 
the War Department to procure the revoca- 
tion of the order . calling a court-martial for 
the trial of Lieut. W. C. Ropertson. This 
officer is charged with having duplicated 
his pay accounts. For some unexplained 
reason the offense charged ;is regard- 
ed as a venial one by army offi- 
cers, if we may judge by the efforts 
made to avoid~trial and punishment 
‘by those who are said to be guilty of the 
crime. In point of fact, the duplication of 
pay accounts, if not downright swindling, 
is the obtaining of money under false pre- 
tenses. Officers are sometimes tried for 
offenses which, if proved against them, 
would convict them of conduct “‘ unworthy 

of an officer and a gentleman.” Is it 

possible that a man can forge a pay 

sccount, or swindle hy means of a 
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‘higher rates. 


fraudulent pay account, and not be guilty 
of conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman? The Secretary has refused to 
reyoke the order for a court-martial. He 
has the good of the service at heart. As 
long as men who commit fraud and forgery 
are permitted to remain in ‘the army, the 
good name of the service is in serious jeo- 
pardy. 

Seven hundred men, even if they be sol- 
diers, do not constitute a formidable nucleus 
fora Spanish republic, and it appears that 
the garrison of Badajoz, to the above num- 
ber, has been joined by only about four 
hundred civilians. The affair looks more 
like a mutiny on rather a large scale than a 
revolution on any scale whatever. Political 
““movements’”” which arise among troops 
are almost sure to be connected with ques- 
tions of pay and discipline not calculated to 
fire the popular heart. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the attempt to set up a little 
working model of our institutions in the 
capital of Estremadura should have failed 
nor that the insurgents are in a fair way to 
the guard-house and a court-martial. 

Really, the German protectionists are get- 
ting too ridiculous in their affected distrust 
of the wholesomeness of the American pig. 
German men-of-war are now ordered to ship 
no more pickled pork at American ports 
than will last them home, lest some of it may 
escape to pollute the pure German pig. That 
is, the officers and sailors of the German fleet 
are delivered over, without a pang, to the 
horrors of trichinosis. It is*only the Ger- 
man,at home who is to be sedulously pre- 
served from the dangers of buying pork 
cheaper than the German pig-raiser is will- 
ing to sell it to him. 


THE STRIKERS AND THEIR ALLIES. 


Our Chicago dispatch says it is reported 
in that city that the strike among the rail- 
road telegraph operators will become gen- 
eral to-day. @Mhere seems to have been an 
expectation that such astrike would take 
place yesterday on several railroads run- 
ning to this City. It was understood 
that the Brotherhood of Telegraphers 
had given the order for the railroad oper- 
ators on several lines to leave their keys. 
The strike did not take place, however, and 
probably it is just as well that it did not. 
That is, it is just as well for the operators 
who are already on strike, while for the 
convenience and safety of the public it is 
better that there should be no such strike. 

The corporation newspapers censure the 
striking operators for everything they do. 
We are inclined to censure them only when 
they are at fault. We believe they should 
keep clear of all alliances with men 
who have not the same grievances and 
the same cause for striking that they 
have, It has been reported that the Brother- 


-hood of Locomotive Engineers would come 


to their assistance if the telegraph companies 
did not soon yield, and hy going ‘‘on 
strike’’ themselves would try to force a 
victory for the operators. Such a move 
would do irreparable damage to the 
cause ,of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers. 
They left their keys for reasons with which 
the locomotive engineers have nothing to 
do. The telegraphers’ fight is with the tele- 
graph companies. They would have 
brought the .companies to terms long 
ago had the latter been corporations of 
the ordinary kind, compelled to do business 
in a business-like way, and managed by 
officers held accountable to a body of legiti- 
mate stockholders. The stock of the West- 
ern Union Company is largely held by 
gamblers, who value it, not for its 
dividends, but merely as a_ kind of 
merchandise which they can make or buy 
cheaply and at the proper time ‘*unload’’ 
on their friends and the public at much 
The company has been able, 
therefore, to adopt a very reckless and cost- 
ly policy with its striking operators, a policy 
which puts the chief burdens of the warfare 
upon the public. It is doing wretched work, 
and trying to cover its defects and hood- 
wink its defrauded customers by the most 
outrageous falsehoods. 

This condition of affairs should warn the 
striking operators that they must at all 
hazards keep the kindly feeling and sym- 
pathy of the public on their side. They 
have done this thus far, for the vir- 
tue of their cause, the justice of their 
action, and the strength of their forces 
have been promptly, fully, and frankly ac- 
knowledged, while their temperate and or- 
derly behavior has been commented upon as 
altogether unprecedented in a strike of such 
extent and duration. We said at the outset 
that this was no ordinary strike, and we 
hope to see it preserve its unusual character 
through the wisdom and prudence of those 
engaged in it. 

It must be remembered that a strike is the 
ultimate and least desirable remedy for such 
grievances as those they complain of, and the 
only justification in the telegraphers’ case is 
the fact that the insolence and arrogance 
of the Western Union Company in refusing 
to recognize their representatives left them 
no other alternative. 

It will not greatly strengthen, and we fear 
it will actually weaken, the brotherhood to 
call out the railroad operators. These latter 
are under different employers, they ‘are 
operators of a very different class, their in- 
terests are chiefly with the railroad compa- 
nies, they have not, we understand, : the 
same grievances to complain of, and 
it is clear that they are not of 
their own motion inclined to leave their 
instruments. To call them out now 
would savor of compulsion, and we ear- 
nestly advise the Brotherhood of Teleg- 
raphers to avoid every form of trades-union 
tyranny. They have no occasion to resort 
to any such methods. They are not beaten 
yet, while the telegraph companies are 
plainly in a very bad way—much worse off 
than the strikers. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 


The Kentucky distillers are soon to hold 
a meeting, and they have modestly agreed 
as to the legislation which, in their opinion, 
the tradedemands. They ask that the bond- 
ed period shall be extended only five years 
on whisky now in bond and whisky to be 
made hereafter. The highwine and spirit 
distillers of Llinois, whose product is ready 
for use as soon as it has been manufactured 
and does not improve with age, favor a re- 
turn to the old period of one year. 

The Kentucky distillers failed to get an 


extension in the last Congress, and have 
since discovered that they cannot evade the 
law by sending their whisky to Bermuda 
and bringing it back to the warehouse for 
fresh entry, They suffer because they have 
made whisky faster than they could sell it. 
After the bonded period was extended to 
three years—that is, after the distiller was 
given three years from the date of manu- 
facture in which to pay the tax on his 
whisky—the distiileries were worked as they 
never had been worked before. Without 
any regard for the demands of the 
market, millions of gallons were made 
and placed in warehouse. Production 
outstripped consumption, and on Nov. 1, 
1882, there were in bond more than 84,000, - 
000 gallons, ora quantity sufficient to sup- 
ply the market for seven years. The dis- 
tillers then remembered that there was a 
tax, and that upon all of this stock in ware- 
house the tax must be paid before Nov. 6, 
1885, although less than half of it could be 
sold before that date. Therefore they asked 
Congress to postpone the evil day. The in- 
dustry had been led by unwise protection to 
enormous over-production. It asked for 
more protection then, and it asks for more 
now. 

But a further extension of the bonded 
period is simply renewing the distillers’ 
notes, and why should the Government loan 
for two years or five years to them or the 
representatives of any other industry the 
money which is due under the tax laws? 
And if the extension should be granted 
the distillers would probably continue to 
make more whisky than could be sold. In 
the course of time another extension would 
be calledfor. The remedy for over-produc- 
tion is obviously to copfine the product of 
the distilleries to the quantity that the 
market will take. The time will come when 
the distillers will be forced to do this. The 
sooner it shall come the better. The law of 
supply and demand should be obeyed. Ex- 
tensions of the bonded period only postpone 
the inevitable adjustment. 


SHUTTING A MAN’S MOUTH. 


An interesting contribution to the history 
of railway land grant legislation has been 
made by the Hon. E. Joun Exuis, Demo- 
cratic Representative in Congress from the 
Second District of Louisiana. Mr. Exuis 
is one of the persons who urged the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to approve ‘“‘ with as lit- 
tle delay as possible’’ the so-called transfer 
of the old and unearned “ Backbone”’ land 
grant to the New-Orleans Pacific Railroad 
Company, and his action was not wholly 
satisfactory to the people of Louisiana. 
Among those who opposed the transfer was 
James A. GEORGE, of Texas, who has ac- 
cused Mr. Exuis of having done certain 
things in behalf of the two trading compa- 
nies while acting as a member of the House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads. Mr. Exurs 
has undertaken to show, in reply, that 
GEORGE was a black-mailer. He asserts 
that GEoRGE threatened to expose the cor- 
rupt manner in which the original Texas 
Pacific Land Grant bill was passed, and ex- 
hibited letters and telegrams which he pro- 
posed to give to the public. Mr. Ex.is ad- 
mits that he paid Grorce $300 ‘to keep 
his mouth shut,’’ and that the President of 
the New-Orleans Pacific afterward paid to 
him (Eviis) an equal amount because he 

"had advised him to silence GrorGE 
by the use of money. “JT re- 
peat,” says Mr. E.is, as_ report- 
ed in a Washington paper, ‘‘ that 
I did pay him the money to keep his mouth 
shut, because I knew him, and knew that 
he and his followers could delay the bill 
and would do it, and my people were too 
much interested in the bill to let it fail for 
the want of two or three hundred dollars.’’ 
But Mr. Exvis did not ask his ‘‘ people’ to 
repay him; it was the President of. the fa- 
vored railroad company who settled the bill. 

While this story throws some light upon 
the character of a Democratic ‘‘ statesman,”’ 
it also directs attention to some of the pecul- 
iarities of land grant legislation. The pub- 
lic would like to see those letters and tele- 
grams and diaries and records which are in 
the possession of Mr. GzorGe and Mr. J. J. 
Newey. If the Texas Pacific and other 
grants were bought by bribes given to Sen- 
ators and Congressmen, and if these persons 
have the proof, they ought to produce it. 
Perhaps it will be made public when no one 
can be found who will pay $300 to suppress 
it. 





WHO DEFEATED HANCOCK ? 

It is a little unfortunate for the promoters 
of harmony in the Democratic Party that, 
just as Tammany and Anti-Tammany, Til- 
den and anti-Tilden men are getting ready 
to sit down to a love feast, somebody has 
started the puzzling question, Who defeated 
Hancock? Thisis ancient history. It re- 
lates to what happened in 1880. .Neverthe- 
less, as both factions are accused of having 
‘‘knifed’”” Hancock, and as one of them 
may repeat this operation when appropriate 
occasion arises, the investigation is an in- 
teresting one to the Democratic Party. The 
discussion, as we have intimated, is not 
novel; but it has been’ clothed with a re- 
newed attractiveness by the appearance of a 
letter from Mr. D. C. Brirvsaut, an old 
Democrat, who, in 1874, wrote a vigorous 
reply to an assault made upon Mr. TitpENn 
by Jon McKeon. Mr. Brnpsatt, in a let- 
ter printed in the Hartford Courant, specifies 
his charges against TILDEN asa traitor, and 
mentions dates and facts relating to the 
aforesaid alleged treachery. He alleges that 
Hancock was defeated by the positive acts 
of TrrpeN; that a friend of Tinpen, at a 
specified time and place, told him (Brrp 
SALL) how the work of defeating Hancock 
was to be done; that one of Mr. Tr- 
DEN’S newspaper organs in this City, 
by ‘‘infamously . deriding Gen. Han- 
cock,’’ hastened the catastrophe, and 
that Mr. Tiupen did not contribute any 
sum toward the legitimate objects of that 
campaign. In eleven counties, managed by 
Mr. TrLpEn’s friends, and specifically men- 
tioned by Mr. BrrpsaLt, it appears that a 
Democratic loss was in every instance the 
result of the canvass. The upshot of this is 
that TiLpEN, annoyed by the nomination of 
Hancock, lent himself to a scheme to defeat 
him. 

The next witness to be cited is Surrn M. 
“WEED, who took an active part in the cam- 
paign of 1876, managed Mr. TrLpen’s finan- 
cial interests therein, and, with Nephew 
PELTON, was conversant with his cipher 


dispatch . conspiracy and nilavwad a con- 


spicuous part in that campaign of fraud, 
Mr. Weep says that Mr. TitpEN was 
heartily in favor of Hancock’s election, put 
money into the canvass, and did everything 
in his power tohelp the Hancock ticket in 
1880. The defeat of Hancock, according to 
Mr. WEED, was due to the coldness and in- 
difference (not to say treachery) of the anti- 
Tilden men, and to the tariff plank of the 
national Democratic platform which used 
the phrase ‘‘tariff for revenue only’’ instead 
of “‘ tariff for revenue.’’ Leaving this branch 
of the controversy we come to the third reason 
now assigned by Democrats for the Gefeat of 
Hancock, which is that S. W. Dorsey, act- 
ing for the Republicans, organized “‘a gold- 
en shower”’ in Indiana in 1880, the effect of 
the new and crisp two-dollar bills of which 
was 60 potent on the Democratic voters, of 
that State that they staid at home or voted 
the Republican ticket. Fourthly, as we 
have been told within a few weeks by the 
Democratic papers, the manufacturers of 


‘Pennsylvania, New-York, and New-Eng- 


Jand organized a corruption fund of $2,000,- 
000 and upward on the eve of the election, 
and with it defeated Hancock. 

So distinguished a statesman, surely, 
never was killed politically by so great a 
variety of causes. They are as follows: 
The treachery of Tr.pEN; the treachery ‘of 
Joun Kewty; the tariff plank of the Demo- 
cratic plutform; the corruption fund handled 
by Dorsry; the opposition and the cash 
of the tariff-sustaining manufacturers, It is 
certain that Hancock was fairly defeated 
in 1880. Nobody pretends that the returns 
were not honestly counted and that the votes 
were not honestly cast. According to Demo- 
cratic authority, this disaster was due to four 
separate, distinct, and irreconcilable causes. 
If Tirpen ‘knifed’? Hancock in eleven 
counties, KELLy’s treachery was not possible. 
If Kexiuy and his men staid away from the 
polls and the committee-rooms, Tr.DEN’s al- 
leged infidelity was illogical and incredible. 
If the tariff plank was fatal, the combina- 
tion of the corrupt manufacturers was futile 
and unreasonable. The Democrats have 
raised this post-mortem inquiry. Hancock 
was defeated because he had not enough 
votes, 


A CONTROVERSY DECIDED, 


When the Shah of Persia was invited in 
London to go to the Derby, he replied, after 
pondering the proposition, ‘No. It is 
known to me that one horse runs faster than 
another.’’ It could be wished in behalf of 
several of the more or less eminent and re- 
spectable persons who went to make up the 
crowd in the Madison-Square Garden last 
night that they had had a touch of Oriental 
philosophy and had applied it to the contest 
between Mr. Soiirvan and Mr. Save, 
which was assuredly as near a prize-fight as 
the statutes and the police would permit it 
to be. 

The ‘‘probative force’ of the prize- 
fight, it must be owned, is greater than the 
probative force of the duel, since the prize- 
fight does occasionally decide the question 
it is ordained to decide,: while nobody 
really pretends that a duel can decide 
anything except that two men are not 
afraid to stand up and be shot at. A duel 
might thus be a pertinent repartee to a 
charge of cowardice, but not to a charge of 
falsehood or of unsound political views. 
The Elam-Beirne duel, for example, left 
things, with the exception of one of Mr. 
Evam’s intrepid legs, precisely where it 
found them. Mr. Exvam’s failure to hit Mr. 
BerrneE is not admitted by Mr. Evam’s 
friends to prove anything. 

On the other hand, the proposition which 
Mr. SuLuivan undertook to make good at the 
Madison-Square Garden last night was not 
an unverifiable hypothesis. It was the sim- 
ple proposition that he could knock Mr. 
SLADE out, garnished, no doubt, as origi- 
nally promulgated by Mr. Su.rvan, with 
specifications of other persons for whom he 
could perform that friendly office, but these 
latter were mere redundancies. The main 
issue was clear, the test provided was en- 
tirely appropriate to decide it, and it was 
decided in favor of Mr. SuLiIvan. 

While the cortroversy as to the compara- 
tive hitting powers of SULLIVAN and SLADE 
is thus closed, it is not easy to understand 
the warm and general interest in the con- 
troversy which prevailed up to the time of 
the decision. If the contestants had hit a 
testing-machine instead of each other, the 
result would have been equally decisive, but 
the crowd would have been very much 
smaller. Nevertheless, it was the decision 
of the controversy that attracted the crowd, 
for if the performance were to be‘repeated 
to-night scarcely anybody would go to see 
it. 1t is nowa historical fact that SULLIVAN 
has proved himself a better man than 
SLapE, and that more people have gath- 
ered to see the evidence put in than could 
have been assembled by any religious, jn- 
tellectual, or artistic contest whatever. The 
future historian may not be deeply interest- 
ed in SuLLTVAN or SLADE, but he will have 
a social document of great value inthe ac- 
counts of the number and enthusiasm of 
the spectators. 


THE BRADLAUGH MEETING. 


The Bradlaugh case has had the effect of 
showing, in a very vivid way, how far the 
House of Commons is, in spite of all the 
widenings of its basis that have been made 
within the past fifty years, from represent- 
ing the British populace. Thirty thousand 
people were got together yesterday in Traf- 
algar-square to remonstrate against the ex- 
clusion of BrapLtavueH from the House of 
Commons, and these thirty thousand per- 
sons beyond doubt represent a great numeri- 
cal majority of the people of England. The 
House of Commons no more represents the 
people of England now than it did a hun- 
dred and twenty years ago, when it expelled 
Joun Wi.tkes from one Parliament for 
libel and refused to admit him to another 
because he had been expelled from the first. 
Nobody now pretends to doubt that the 
rights of the case were all with WiLKes 
and that the House of Commons was guilty 
of an cutrageous usurpation of the rights 
of the electors. The wisest men in Eng- 
land of all parties took the same ground 
then. It is not likely that BRaDLAUGH’s 
case will ever become so famous as 
the Middlesex election, though there is 
no telling what may happen if the House of 
Commons keeps on denying the right of the 
electors of Northampton to send whom they 
like to represent them in Parliament. The 
auestion involved is virtually the same and 


must ultimately be settled in the same way. 
FRANKLIN said of the Middlesex election 
that if Joun Witxes had had a good pri- 
vate character and GzorGE III. a bad one, 
the member for Middlesex might have de- 
posed the monarch and driven him out of 
his kingdom. And the power which the 
House of Commons has given to Brap- 
LAUGH by its silly persecution is absurdly 
beyond what BrapLavan could have ac- 
quired by any force of his own. 

The real ground of opposition to Brap- 
LAUGH’s admission to the House of Com- 
mons is the opinion of a large majority of 
its members that BRapLavGH is what they 
would call a“ cad;”’ an eminently unclubba- 
ble person who ought to be kept at all haz- 
ards out of ‘‘the pleasantest club in Lon- 
don,” and whom the members owe it to the 
club to black-ball whenever an occasion pre- 
sents itself. But it must be owned that an 
occasion for black-balling BrapLaveH in 
his capacity of cad would not have arisen if 
BraDiaven had not himself raised it in his 
capacity of fool. He first refused to take 
the oath required by ancient usages, incon- 
siderate of tender consciences, because it was 
to him a meaningless form. Asif anybody 
could be a member of the House of Com- 
mons, or for that matter of civilized soci- 
ety, without going through a number of 
meaningless forms every day of his life. 
This declaration of BRADLAUGH’s, however, 
gave an opportunity to black-ball him to a 
House of which at least half the members, 
as was said at the time, were of Brap- 
LAUGH’S opinion upon the meaninglessness 
of the oath. When they declared that 
BRADLAUGH could not take his seat without 
taking the oath, BrapLAven himself waived 
any question of conscience by offering to go 
through the meaningless form, which the 
House thereupon most tyrannically refused 
to let him do. 

Now that BrapLavuGu has purged himself 
of his contempt by a re-election, the case is 
on quite the same footing with that of 
Wirxes. The real question is whether a con- 
stituency which sends to the House of Com- 
mons a person whom a majority of its mem- 
bers regard as a cad has any rights which the 
House of Commons is bound to respect, Of 
course there cannot be any controversy 
upon this question. The merits are all with 
BxADLAUGB, and the thirty thousand people 
who met yesterday in Trafalgar-square 
were engaged in vindicating a right which 
never ought to have been questioned, and 
which never would bave been questioned if 
the religious and social prejudices of the 
classes which alone the House of Com- 
mons represents were not far stronger than 
their logic or their sense of justice. A body 
which defines the right of representation to 
be the right of a constituency to elect any- 
body, subject to the chance that his col- 
leagues may find him acad, is nota body 
which has any real attachment to political 
freedom. 


CLIPPED COINS. 


It is said that Director Burcwarp, of 
the Mint, has devised a scheme by which 
innocent holders of mutilated coins can ob- 
tain as much for them asif they were‘ un- 
mutilated. At the same time, Mr. BurcHarD 
intends to prevent all frauds upon the Treas- 
ury in connection with mutilated coin. 

At present the holder of mutilated coins 
has the choice of two or three ways of rid- 
ding himself of them without losing money. 
If he isagood man he puts his mutilated coins 


on the plate on Sunday morning, and thus 


earns the approbation both of his conscience 
and his judgment. If he does not go to 
church he either drops his mutilated coins in 
the money box of a street car or he uses 
them to ‘‘match’’ with when his adversary 
is neither quarrelsome nor athletic. Of 
course, Mr. BuROoHARD’s wonderful scheme 
is something entirely new and hence will not 
affect the interests either of churches, street 


car companies, or persons addicted to match. - 


ing. Equally, of course, Mr. Burcaarp 
does not intend that the Mint shall take muti- 
lated coins at their nominal value. What, 
then, can his scheme possibly be ? 

Probably he intends to ask Congress to 
enact a law making every coin worth its 
face value, no, matter how much it may be 
clipped. The silver dollar law affords 
an admirable precedent. If 88 cents’ worth 
of silver can be made a dollar by act of Con- 
gress, half a fifty-cent piece can. be made to 
be worth 50 cents by alike process. This 
is an excellent scheme, and there is not a 
‘‘silver man’ in Congress who can with 
any consistency refuse to give it a cordial 


support. 
AN IMPORTANT DISUOVERY. 


The discovery of a manuscript nearly 
three thousand years old and containing, ’ 
among other things, a version of the Ten Com- 
mandments differing to some extent from 
the version given by the writer,of Exodus 
is an event of the utmost interest and im- 
portance. The owner of the manuscript 
has offered it to the British, Museum for 
$5,000,000, but he will doubtless accept the 
offer of a somewhat smaller amount. 

The theory that the Pentateuch was com- 
piled from older documents is powerfully 
sustained by the newly discovered manu-. 
script. Its version of the Commandments is 
less concise than that given in Exodus, and 
is in other ways decidedly inferior to it. 
The conclusion that the manuscript version 
was improved by the author of Exodus is 
irresistible, and the advocates of . the theory 
that Moses—if they will concede his exist- 
ence—was a compiler instead of an original 
author will hail the manuscript as a con- 
clusive demonstration of the truth of their 
theory. 

It need hardly be remarked that the value 
of the discovery depends upon the genuine- 
ness of the manuscript. That it is genuine 
there can be no reasonable doubt. Its 
owner, who wants $5,000,000 for it, is a Jew- 

| izh dealer in antiquities who hasashop in 
Jerusalem, where all sorts of interesting an- 
tiquities, made by the best native and for- 
eign manufacturers, are offered for sale at 
ridiculously low prices. The mere fact that 
the manuscript is owned by a professional 
dealer in antiquities ought alone to satisfy 
people as to its genuineness, but there are 
many other corroborating proofs. Mr. Saa-. 
prra, the dealer in question, who is a lineal 
descendant of the unfortunate Mrs. ANAnt- 
as, (neé SAPPHIRA,) bought the manuscript 
from an Arab, who, it is needless to say, 
could not have forged it. Furthermore, the 
manuscript is written in Moabite char- 
acters. like those on the Moabite stones. 


the genuineness of which no one has 
doubted. It is almost a waste of time 
to add to these proofs that Mr. SHarrra’s 
manuscript is a real antique and not a Cyp- 
riote curiosity, It is, however, proper to 
mention one more fact concerning it, be- 
cause of the light which it throws upon the 
character of Moses. On the front leaf of 
the manuscript is stamped in faded blue ink 
the words, ‘Library of the Hehopolis 
Young Men’s Heathen Association,’ and 
on the back leaf is a memorandum relating 
to a debt due to one ‘‘ Mosgs”’ for a second- 
hand coat purchased by one ‘‘ William C, 
Amunoph,” of ‘‘No. 81 Sphinx-avenue, 
Mempbis.”’ 

Now, it is evident that the manuscript 
must have belonged at one period to the 
“Y. M. H. A. Library of Heliopolis,” and 
that it afterward came into the possession of a 
certain ‘‘ Moses,’”’ whom we may unhesitat- 
ingly assume to have been the author of the 
Pentateuch. The question naturally arises, 
How did he get possession of the manu- 
script? It is very improbable that the Y, 
M. H. A. sold it, for it is well understood 
in this country that when a book bearing 
the stamp of a library is offered for sale the 
chances are that it is a stolen book. Mosrs 
must either have stolen the manuscript or 
he must have bought it knowing that the 
seller had stolen it. In cither case his con- 
duct was entirely indefensible, and we can 
have no particle of confidence in his truth- 
fulness as a historian. 

Of course the British Museum will not 
hesitate to buy, say for $4,750,000, a manu- 
script the genuineness of which is so com- 
pletely beyond dispute. After which the 
Museum will be prepared to pay $10,000,000 
for the Cardiff giant and $20,000,000 for 
the Di Cesnola collection. 


MICHAEL DavirT is supposed to have more 
sense than the small Irish agitators on this side. 
But in impudence it is evident that he does not 
yield even to Jerry O'Donovan himself. Here he 
has been making a speech, twitting England with 
her inability to protect Carrey against an Irish 
murderer. Itisa maxim of equity that no man 
can take advantage of his own wrong. And fora 
man to express contempt for a Government be- 
cause it does not prevent him and his friends from 
murdering their enemies is an attempt decidedly 
to take advantage of his own wrong. Mr. Davirt’s 
amiable comments bave had the effeet of making 
O’Donnexu’s fate a trifle more secure than it was 
before, so as to show that if the British Govern- 
ment cannot prevent murders it can avenge them, 
and they may have the effect of suppressing the 
flow of Davirrt’s own eloquence.

The members of the Produce Exchange are 
determined that the game shall be conducted ina 
gentlemanly manner or not at all. Hence the 
“floor rule,’ adopted at a meeting yesterday of 
what is called the “grain trade,” to regulate 
transactions In “future contracts.” It was de- 
creed that ‘“‘contracts shall be deemed irregular 
when on the basis of a money consideration added 
to or deducted from the contract price.” Putting 
the rule ina form intelligible to the masses, it is 
something like this: Five gentlemen sit down 
to a little game of draw. It is agreed that 
the ante shall be 10 cents and the limit 
$1. Presently two of the gentlemen—one of 
whom holds, say, a jack full, while the other has 
secured four little dences—become so earnest that 
they go to raising each other large sums, like 
$4 and $7, oblivious of the dollar limit. There- 
upon the other three—who have all failed to 
fill—hold a meeting and declare such proceedings 
irregular. That is practically what the grain trade 
of the Produce Exchange has done.

Dr. Henrnt NacHTeL, the founder of the 
night medical service in New-York, is working en- 
ergetically in Paris to establish there a system of 
telegraphic alarms, with which that great metropo- 
lis is now unprovided. Dr. Nacarru’s plan, which 
provides also for the organization of a street am- 
bulance service, received the approval of the Acad- 
emy of Medicine as long ago as November, 1880, 
but it takes a long time to thoroughly overcome 
French sonservatism. It strikes the New-Yorker 
as curious that such a city as Paris shox!d have no 
complete system of telegraphic fire alarms, and 
that the network of telegraph wires which con- 
nects the police stations with the central office in 
New-York should be lacking in the French capital. 
Dr. NacutTex, however, has recently had an inter- 
view with M. Watprck-Rovsszav with a view to 
the early establishment of the improvements he 
has suggested, and it is likely that when ence be- 
gun the system of fire, police, and ambulance calls 
will soon be in working order, without causing the 
disfigurement of the streeis or trespassing upon 
private property, which are among the features af 
the system which we have here.

The literature of the international copyright 
question has been enriched by an essay from the 
pen of the women who signs her writings “ Ouida.” 
This somewhat remarkable effusion has been given 
a place in the columns of the London 7imes, and it 
will certainly attract attention whether or not it is 
of any service in the settlement of the vexed ques- 
tion which appears to be, more or less remotely, 
its text. It would be a waste of time and space to 
discuss the arguments of this writer which have 
any bearing upon the copyright question. But 
when she departs from her main theme to talk of 
the growing popularity of American literatare 
with English reacers, Ouida beeomes amusing. She 
is pained to observe ‘‘a tendency in England to 
over-estimate Americar novels.” This, she thinks, 
is unfortunate for commercial reasons, as well as 
the “purely intellectual’? one that it will “cer- 
tainly” have an injurious influence upon “the 
English language aud etyle.” This hit at Mr. 
James, Mr. Hows is, and Mr. CrawFrorp by the 
author of “Strathmore” and ‘‘Chandos” is, we 
believe, one of the most remarkable contributions 
yet made to the international copyright discussion. 
The American authors may console themselves, 
however, with the thought that Miss pz 1a Rama, 
which is understood to be the name of their sparx- 
ling antagonist, has not yet pointed out the “ in- 
jurious influence” their books wili have upon

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE SCHOOLA 
—_.—__— 
BOURBON OPPOSITION TO POPULAR EDUCA: 


TION IN TEXAS, 
rom the Galveston (Texas) News, Aug. 2. 

The Democratic Party in Texas appears 
from its press to be divided on the public school 
question. That isthe really paramount question 
that the constitutional amendments present. Foz 
nearly 10 years the Democratic Party has been in 
control of the State Government, and, failiug in the 
establishment of an efficient system of public 
schools, has ascribed the failure to the restrictive 
and unbending limitations upon legislative powe: 
in the present State Constitution. For a series of 
years the Democratic State Government has been, 


under that restrictive instrument, paying out im- 
mense sums of the schoo! fund by the way of pre- 
miums on State bonds. The failure to maintaiz 
a respectable system of schools and the extrava 
ance inthe purchase of bonds were always ex: 
plained as inevitable under the existing Constitu- 
tion. The party, professing always utmost 
loyalty to the free school idea in government, was 
not held toa strict accountability for the failure and 
extravagance. But the persistent efferte of tie 
opposing politieal elements in the attempt to bold 
the dominant party in the State responsible has 
borne fruit in constantly reducing the Democratic 
majority. The last canvass in this State presented 
no other practical issue between the parties relat- 
ing to State affairs, and if there is in fact any real 
discontent within the party in its administration of 
State affairs, it is because its pledges with refer- 
ence to public education have not been redeemed. 
These constitutional amendments remove the last 
remnant of apology in the future should the partys, 
after all its professions and promises, permit their 
defeat. In the next State canvass the party, asthe 
controlling and dominant political organization of 
Texas, will be beid responsible for the fate of these 
amendments. They are offered to the people and 
the party by the Democratic leaders as a pledge of 
their fealty to public education. The question 
they present is this, in effect, whether it is true 
that there is within the Democratic Party and 
able to control it a sufficiently powerful element 
opposed to free schools to defeat the only meas- 
ure by which free schools can be adequately 
maintained. There is a powerful element in the 
party in favor of public education, but there is an 
element of much strength thoroughly opposed to 
taxation for public free schools. This element was 
overthrown at the Galveston State convention of 
the party, but it still exists and en rs the 
schools and the party. Its spirit is the quiet- 
essence of Bourbonism. Thi element tkat 
learns nothing would have the children of 
this country learn nothing save such as nursed 
inthe lap of opulence were in no need of free 
schools, This element would indeed tax the 
people for education, but only for a collegiate or 
university education for such fortunate youths ag 
have been prepared for higher scholarship without 
cost to the public. This ,element would edacate 
the political leaders and professional classes tc 
lead and govern the ignorant and dependent 
classes, kept ienorant and dependent and ke 
vicious and in subjugation, in order that the old 
Bourbon element might always govern. Those wha 
are most violently opposed to public schools are 
those who most earnestly oppose the constitutional 
amendments. At Austin it is noted that those 
who assume to lead public opinion oppose these 
amendments, while they stickle at no demand for 
lands and money in behalf of the State university. 
hese things but too palpably indicate the exis- 
tence and activity in the Democratic Party of the 
old Bourbon spirit asja ruling principle with men 
who would wreck the party they pretend to sup- 
port, unless they can rule it and subordinate 
it and the State to the interests of a favored 
class. But it is a hopeful sign that the Gov- 
ernor of the State, despite the influence so des 
perately antagonizing the free school proposition 
that surround bim at the capital and the seat of 
the State university, declares upon every suitable 
occasion the necessity of the proposed amend- 
ments. Atthe capital, in possession of the evi- 
dences of the necessity of a change in the laws, 
he deliberately deelares to the le that t 
changes will not increase the taxes but willsureily 
result in their reduction. This is the best evi- 
dence the people can have of the wisdom of the 
Democratic Party at Galveston in pledging itself 
to support the amendments, and of the Lezisla- 
ture in submitting them to the peopie. The Gov- 
ernor is resognized as a very practical and saza- 
cious business man, and it is really a business 
matter involved in this question. His position 
as Governor and President of the Board of 
Education requires of him a thorough knowl- 
edge of the situation. He has demonstrated 
in his firat six months of administra- 
tion his great capacity for public business, 
and now, as Governor and chief of the edcational 
department, he unqualifiedly advocates as a meas- 
ure of economy and of reduced taxation the only 
measure that at the same time promises a more 
efficient system of public sehools. His party and 
the masses of the people of Texas of all parti 
disgusted with the wet-weather school system o 
the past, should regard witn more than ordinary 
deference and respect the opinion of Gov. Ireland 
at this juncture, when perhaps the fate of the 
schools for f generation depends upon the result 
of the ensuing elections, It is singular that unde 
the circumstances there can be any doubt as ta 
the result, put the necessities of Bourbonism and 
the jealousy of leaders seriously threaten tb 
schools. There is no other formidable o 
to them in this State, and if this <aeean 
vails, it will show once for ell that Democratic 
romises and pledges to the public school interests 
on Texas have been from the beginning the pal: 
triest and most of assurances to

THE SPRAGUE ESTATE.

The 
ak has discounted about $325,000 for the South- 
exstern Road, and a Joan was made on the bonds 
of the Boston, Montreal and Portland Railroad. 
Failing to raise the money on the bonds, it was 
deemed best to close the bank. The deposits of 
the bank are about $320,000, and Mr. Barlow 
thinks that the depositors will be paid in fall. The 
officers of the bank state that its affairs are in 
proper shape, and the Bank Examiner has been in- 
formed of its situation. Mr. Barlow has expend- 
ad a large amount of money in placing the South- 
eastern in a state of efficiency. He 
pas held a large amount of the bonds of 
the road, not attempting to put them upon 
the market. The road has been an active borrower, 
In order to carry on improvements, the earnings 
ly covering current expenses. its line extends 
— Montreal to Newport, Vt., a distance of a lit- 
tle over 100 miles, and has branches to various 
ts in the provinces, which make up a total of 
yt of road in operation. The suspension of 
the bank was totally unexpected, and is likely to 
have a serious effect upon numbers who have been 
jndorsers upon Mr. Barlow's paper, but the real 
ndition of affairs in this respect is not yet fully 
mown. It is understood that Mr. Barlow had in- 
vested about $1,000,000 in the Southeastern Rail- 


road. 

Ibans Trust Company has also sus- 
scaed. tis President.

JUDGE HILTON’S ENTERPRISES. 
FOUNDING NEW SUMMER COLONIES AT THE 
HIGHLANDS AND ELBERON. 

Lone Brancn, N. J., Aug. 6.—The report 
that Judge Henry Hilton is about to erect a mam- 
moth hotel here has a foundationin fact. Several 
years ago Judge Hilton and a party of wealthy 
New-York capitalists formed themselves into an 
association and purchased a large tract of land at 
the head of the Highlands of Navesink, near Bay 
View, and adjoining the Atlantic Highlands Camp- 
meeting Association grounds. The association 
was incorporated and the place was named Hilton 
Park. Later, it is said, Judge Hilton purchased 
from his associates their shares, he having before 
owned two-thirds of the grounds. Two years 
have been spentin hewing down the heavy tim-. 


ber, and the most skiliful engineers and sur- 
veyors have been engaged in grading the place, 
mapping off villa sites, and making avenues. Hand- 
some Summer villas are springing up on every 
side, and the place is destined to be one of the 
handsomest resorts along the coast. In the centre 
of the park, on a high plateau of ground, Judge 
Hilton has selected a site fora huge Summer Ho- 
tel, and the ground for its erection will be broken 
this Fall. 

The hotel will consist of one large building to be 
used asacafé and casino, and it will be encircled 
by numerous cottages. It will command a grand 
view of the ocean and the Shrewsbury River. A 
long iron pier wili stretch out from the low jand 
into the bay, where the boats of the New-Jersey 
Southern Railway will land coming to and fro 
from New-York to Sandy Hook. The new rail- 
road to the Atlantic Highlands Park will be ex- 
tended to Hilton Park, and close connection will be 
made at Red Bank with the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing and Pennsylvania Raiiroads. A year ago 
Judge Hilton purchased a large portion of Judge 
Amzi McLean's farm, just south of Elberon, and the 
price given for it, it is said, was nearly $1,000,0 0. 
Fronting the ocean, it is even a more delightful site 
than Elheron. This property, too, is being graded 
and cut up into villa lots, and already several cot- 
tages have been erected. Here it is said to be the 
intention of Judge Hilton to erect a quaint little 
hotel in the Swiss chalet style, to be used as a café 
for the cottage occupants on the same plan as the 
Elberon, although there will be no guests accom- 
modated with sleeping apartments at the hotei.

THE LEATHER TRADE FAILURES, 
ANOTHER FAILURE REPORTED-—-STATEMENT 
OF THE AFFAIRS OF C. H. WARD. 

Boston, Aug. 6,—The only suspension in the 
shoe and leather trade announced to-day was of 
H. F. Crawford & Co,,a shoe tirm of Brockton, 
whose factory in that place was shut down this 
morning for an indefinite period. This suspension 
is aresuit of the failure of C. W. Clement. The 
firm manufactured a medium grade of goods es- 
pecially for Mr. Clement. The suspension is only 
temporary. 

A detailed statement of the affairs of O. H. 
Ward was made ut a meeting of his creditors to- 


day. The firm began business jn 1870, and up to 
the time of the Boston fire (1872) had been so suc- 
cessful as to double its capital. That fire and the 
panio of 1873 both caused heavy losses in his busi- 
ness. but he kept on improving until 1876, when 
his paper became suspected, and he was unable to 
raise money to advantage on it and was forced to 
sell some of his goods at auction. This sac- 
rifice added to his losses, put he weath- 
ered the immediate difficulty, and went 
on with good prospects for a few daya. 
Trouble came to bim again in the Fall of 1881, and 
after working strenuously matters began to de- 
cidedly improve, when a firm with whom he had 
become involved failed, adding thousands of dol- 
lars to his already heavy load. The employes in 
his factory cork because the pay-roll was not 
sent out on regular days. Finally he laid bis difi- 
culties before his largest creditors and the latter 
helped him, When the I*tter. in turn, became 
pinched, Mr. Ward loaned him his notes for what- 
ever he-wanted. Since then matters crew harder 
and harder, ard at length Mr. Ward’s suspension 
resulted.

Stream, Houlton, and Vanceboro. ‘These per- 
sonal effects include hogs, lumber, bark, 
hides tanned and in process of tanning, teams 
of horses, oxen, miils, harness, merchandise 
in stores, all tools and implements, and many 
other items. Additional attachments to the 
amount of $300,000 have been placed on Shaw’s 
property in Penobscot County by Bangor men,

SUCCESS OF FREE CANALS. 
LARGE INCREASE IN THE TONNAGE AS COM- 
PARED WITH LAST YEAR. 


AvBany, N. Y., Aug. 6.—The success of the 
free canal system is pretty well established by the 
report of tonnage during the last three months 
compared with the report forthe same time last 
year, now just issued by the Cana! Suverintendent. 
The increase is 202,164tons. This is mainly upon 
wheat, rye, corn, and oats, articles of Western 
produce which paid toll last year. During the 
present season there has been no abnormal de- 


mand for such products, while last year the railroad 
wars left over a large surplus which the canal 
commerce secured. This gain is best shown by this 
week's reports which Superintendent Snanaban 
makes, and it is curious to obeerve how the traffic 
varies. In every case but three weeks, the increase 
this year has been large. Of these three the first 
two were in the May season, when the canal had 
newly opened. Many canal boatmen are astound- 
ed today to find that they do not have 
to pay tolls. This probably accounts for the 
laxity in canal commerce during May, but during 
the week ending July 22 there was a falling off of 
nearly 16,000 tons. That was very likely due to the 
apprehension which was caused by Summer cy- 
clones and rain-storms which occurred all! through 
that month. A very heavy rain often floods the 
canals and destroys the banks, and navigation is 
always obstructed by such disturbances. It is a 
remarkable thing in this season of such disturb- 
ances that there has not been a break of any dimen- 
sion whatever. The tollowing is the report of ton- 
nage for the three months compared with the same 
period last year:

This treaty, he says, grew out of Presi- 
dent Juarez’s fears of the hostility of France and 
Austria, whose enmity had been caused by the 
execution of Maximilian in 1867. He also says that 
the details of this treaty were never published, 
and he thinks that something about it having 
leaked out has formed the basis for. the latest 
story of a treaty between the countries.

SONS OF VETERANS ORGANIZING. 

Co._umsvs, Ohio, Aug. 6.—The Grand Com- 
mandery of the Sons of Veterans met here to-day, 
allthe 25 divisions being represented, including 
the Northern States and Kentucky. There are 300 
camps, embracing a membership of some 10,000 
persons, All have been admitted within less than 
twoyears. The officers were selected this evening 
and are as follows: Commander-in-Chief—Frank 
H. Merrill, of Auburn, Me,; Lieut.-Commandaer- 
in-Chief—Augustus Saltzman, St. Joseph, Mo.; 
Vice Lieut,-Commander-in-Chief—Charles C. Mor- 
ton, Philadelphia, Penn.; Chief of Staff—Horace 
L. Wright, Auburn, Me. A camp-fire was held this 
evening and business will be concluded to-morrow. 


DEATH OF THE HON.CHARLES WOODWARD. 

OTISVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 6.—The Hon. Charles 
Woodward died at 30’clock this morning, at his 
residence in the town of Mount Hope, N. Y., of 
paralysis, at the age of 70 years. He was a native 
of Otisville, but spent bis early years in New-York 
City ina mercantile establishment. Afterward he 
removed to Beaver Brook, Sullivan County, and 
engaged in the lumber business. In 1860 he re- 
moved to his native town. In 1864-5 he represented 
the Seeond Assembly District of Orange County in 
the Assembly, having been elected by the Demo- 
crats. He served as Supervisor a number of years 
iu Orange County, and also in Sullivan County.

CountyJail at New-Brunswick has been placed ina 
state of seige, owing to rumors of a raid said to be 
contemplated by the friends of Frank Moore, a 
prisoner awaiting trialon a charge of being the 
Moore and a 
‘pal’ named Raymond were arrested some weeks 
ago for boarding trains of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, throwing out along the road valuable goods 
from freight cars, the goods being subsequently 
picked up and carried off by confederates.

BRUTALITY IN AN ASYLUM. 
INVESTIGATION SHOWS A DEATH TO HAVE 
RESULTED FROM VIOLENCE. 

Pur Hia, Aug. 6.—The autopsy on 
the body of William A. J. Fiss, formerly a well- 
known tobacconist of this city, who died in the 
Norristown Insane Hospital yesterday,mainly from 
& supposed brutal beating by an attendant, was 


made to-day by Dr. P. Y. Eisenberg, of Montgom- 
ery County. There were present by invita- 
tion Coroner Janney, Dr. W. Cadwal- 
lader, the Coroner's physician; be. © 
K. Mills, of the University of Pennsylvania; 
Drs. J. K. Weaver, and Elwood N. Corson, 
of Norristown; Dr. R. H. Chase and Dr. Alice Ben- 
nett, of the Insane Hospital. The autopsy showed 
that there was an adhesion of both hemi- 
spheres at the base of the brain and an 
adhesion of the pia mater to the brain substances. 
There was a large amount of bloody serum inside 
the skull. The brain was almost in a nor- 
mal condition. There was a transverse frac- 
ture of the left lower jaw back of 
the canine tooth, running downward and 
backward. There was a fracture of the rignt 
Jower jaw anterior to the angle. There was a 
black discoloration adjoining the fracture on the 
inner side, next to the bones. The fracture on the 
left side was in frent of the left molar, where 
pus was found at the seat of the fracture. There 
were pleuretic adhesions on both the right 
and left sides throughout. The left lung was 
almost entirely filled with pus, tearing very 
easily. There was a general formation of pus 
throughout, of more recent formation than other- 
wise. The upper lobe of the right lung was filled 
with many pus cavities. The heart, kidneys, 
stomach, and spleen were all ina healthy condi- 
tion, 

The result of this finding was that Fiss died of 
pywmia from the injuries received at the hands of 
attendant Gaffey. who is supposed to have fied to 
New-York. Gen. John F, Hartranft, President of 
the Board of Managers, said to-day that the 
board had given full authority for the arrest 
of Gaffey if he could be secured, He-rdeclared 
that the physician in ehsrge bad made a 
great mistake in dismissing him, and said that 
the board, at their meeting on Friday, passed 
a vote of censure upon him. Had this case been 
reported te the board at once they wenid have 
then and there caused the man’s arrest. As it is 
it is quite possible that he may be able to keep out 
of the way and thus avoid capture. The inquest 
will be held to-morrow.

OUTRAGED BY RUFFIANS. 
A WOMAN AND HER ESCORT ATTACKED IN 
THE STREETS OF PHILADELPHIA, 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 6.—Outrages vpon 
women in the suburban and badly lighted parts of 
the city have been very frequent recently. The 
latest case came to light to-day. Mrs. Mary Mc- 
Crystal, a respectable married woman, about 40 
years of age, residing in Abigail-street, near Am- 


ber, went out to visit her relatives on Saturday 
night, and remained longer than she intended, It 
was midnight when she started to go home, and, 
meeting John Nickerson, a neighbor, he voluan- 
teered to accompany her to herdoor. They had 
reached Lebigh-avenue and Memphis-street when 
two men approached and gave Nickerson a severe 
beating. He attempted to defend himself, but was 
finally driven away. The men then took hold of 
the woman, and dragged her about 100 feet 
into aclump of high weeds and bushes near the 
Reading Railroad. She begged to be released and 
ecreamed for assistance, but no succor was near. 
One of the men held the woman while the other 
carried out his fiendish purpose. Just at that mo- 
ment Policemen Quick and Mason, of the Eight- 
eenth District, who were several squares away, 
beard Mrs. MoCrystal scream murder. They hur- 
ried to the place and arrested one of the’‘men who 
said he was John Given, of No. 1,538 East Thomp- 
son-street. The other man escaped. Given was 
arraigned before Magistrate Myers this morning 
and committed to prison without bail. Mrs. Mc- 
Crystal was badly injured by the ruffians,

AFFRAY BETWEEN LABORERS. 
ANGRY ITALIANS ATTACKING RECELESS 
COLORED MEN. 

WHEELING, West Va., Aug. 6.—A serious 
and fatal accident, which narrowly escaped being 
followed by a desperate affray, is reported from 
Sistersville, Tyler County. While two gangs of 
laborers were at work on the road-bed of the Ohio 


Valiey Railroad, just north of the town, it became 


necessary to fire a blastin a large rock. The men 
in the south end of the cut, negroes, prepared the 
blast and warned the gang of Italians in the north 
end to get outof the way. The latter, thinking 
there was little danger, only retired about 
100 feet, seeking shelter behind rocks, 
When the explosion occurred two 

the Italians were instantly killed by flying rocks, 
their bodies being horribiy mangled, and several 
others were badly hurt, The Italians at once as- 
serted that the negro boss was to blame for the 
accident. and charged en masse on the colored 
men, armed with revolvers, kuives,clubs, and picks, 
scattering them for miles down the river, in many 
cases pursued and pursuers swimming the Ohio 
anda carrying on a running fight a considerable dis- 
tanoe into the Ohio hills. Many of the negroes 
were badly wounded in the chase, but no lives are 
known to be lost.

FATAL ACCIDENTS ON RAILROADS, 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 6.—Manus 
Dougherty, of Bethlehem, while attempting to 
board a train on the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad on Saturday, fell under the cars and had 


his left leg cut off. He was removed to the hospi- 
tal, where he died at midnight. 

William Fees, of Pittsburg, fell from an excur- 
sion train on the | chigh Valley Railroad this morn- 
ing, and the cars passed over his body, which was 
horribly mangied. He was removed to the hospi- 
tal alive, but he cannot recover. 


OTISVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 6.—Tho wife of 
Jobn Pierson, who resides about two miles east of 
this place, was instantly killed yesterday by the 
cars on the Erie Read. One report is that she at- 
tempted to cross the track to go to a neighbor's 
living opposite her house, and through some mis- 
calculation stepped infront of a rapidly moving 
freight train. Another story is that she had crossed 
the track and then walked back and deliberately 
stood in front of the train and met her death in 
this manner. The engine hurled her at least 
feet and against a fence, crushing in her side and 
killing her instantly. Sbe was 38 years old, and 
leaves a family of small children. 


Easton, Penn., Aug. 6.—This morning 
Josiah Kirkendall, of Phiilpsburg, N. J., was in- 
stantly killed while crossiug the track on his way 
to work as wiper at the Central Railroad Round- 
house. He was an ex-soldier, and lost one leg 
some time ago in a railroad accident. He belonged 
to the Pennsylvania Reserves, and leaves a wife 
and two grown children. 


Port JERVIS, Aug. 6.—The body of Domi- 
nick Caveney wes foundinthe Erie yard at this 
place at 3 o’clock this morning, having been cut in 
two by the cars. He was last seen alive at 10 
o’elock last night, when he started for home. It is 
supposed that he attempted to erawl under the 
cars and was caught by a moving train. His body 
was cutin two atthe hips. Cayeney was 32 years 
old, unmarried, and was employed on the Port 
Jervis and Monticello Road,

CHARLIE FORD'S TROUBLES. 

Kansas City, Aug. 6.—The Star this even- 
ing printed an interview with Charlie Ford, who is 
now under $5,000 bonds on a charge of complicity 
in the Blue Cut train robbery, in whicn he recounts 
his connection with the James gang and the negotia- 


tions with the authorities which led to the killing ef 
James. Ford admits that he participated in the 
Biue Cut robbery, but says he joined the 
gang. solely to gain their confidence 
with a view to Jesse James's capture, and 
tbat he returned his share of the plunder to its 
owners after the robbery. He asserts that 
negotiations with the Governor began several 
weeks prior to this time, and that Police 
Commissioner Craig, of this city, knewof his con- 
nection with the robbery, and promised 
he should be protected in everything. 
Ford says that his brother Bob made the 
arrangements with Goy. Crittenden; that the 
Governor promised them $40,000 if they would 
bring James in alive, or $10,000 if dead, and that 
the Governor told them if they wanted more 
men to call on Commissioner Craig or Sheriff Tim- 
berlake. § These three officials, Ford says, assured 
his brother that ifthey would bring Jesse in the au- 
thorities would protect them from ail barm. After 
bis pardon from the sentence imposed on him 
for killing Jesse he and Bob returned 
to Kansas City, and Craig gave them a pair of 
United States pistols, sent by Gov. Crittenden, 
and told them to consider themselves officers, and 
to be prepared for any and all service. In the 
Records Court this afternoon Charlie Ford was 
fined $200 for carrying a revolver without au- 
thority. Commissioner Craig and Chief of Police 
Speers testified that they believed such protection 
necessary since the killing of Jesse James, but the 
court held it unsufficient grounds, and the defense 
gave notice of an appeal.

| CRIMINALS AND THEIR CRIMES, 
HOMICIDES IN MARYLAND—ESCAPE OF PRIS- 
ONERS FROM JAIL. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Aug, 6,—Benjamin 
| Legg, a farmer living near Centreville, Md., had a 
quarrel with a negro employe on Saturday after- 
noon, during which, it is alleged, the negro struck 
Legg, who then went to his house, obtained a gun, 
and shot the negro dead. A warrant was issued 
for Legg, but he has not been arrested. 

On Satarday evening Mary Homier and Kate 
Williams, colered girls, were at the latter’s house 
dressing for a party, when Mary drew a pistol and 
shot Kate. A Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of 
accidental shooting, but subsequent developments 


led to Mary being held, it appearing that the girls 
were jealous of each other. 

Two prisoners, Johnson and Diek Sanford, es- 
caped from the jail at.Georgetown, Del., yesterday. 
Johnson was awaiting trial for shooting a man 
named Griffith, and Sandford was imprisoned for 
burglary. The Sheriff saw the men run from the 
place, but he could not pursue them until he had 
closed and locked the jail door, by which time 
they had made good their escape. 


ROCKLAND, Me., Aug. 6.—At Vinalhaven on 
Saturday afternoon Patrick Cane, a quarryman, 
struck Murdock Campbell with an iron bar and 
then attempted to drown himself, but was pre- 
vented from doing so. Campbell died at 7 o'clock 
F. = Cane is subject to fits of temporary in- 
sanity. 


Easton, Penn., Aug. 6.—Sabato Alexander, 
the Italian murderer, was sentenced this morning 
to be hanged. While on the way to prison with 
the Sheriff the marderer attempted suicide by cut- 
ting his throat with a piece of chisel which he had 
concealed in his pocket. The wound is about two 
inches long, but is not considered dangerous. 


Maopison, Ind., Aug. 6.—Alfred White, one 
of the notorious White brothers, horse thieves,

PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 6,—Westmoreland 
County has been the scene of two murders within 
the last 24 yours. Last evening James McGugan, a 
railroad contractor, who lives at West Newton, 
accompanied by some other men, visited the dis- 
tillery of Jobn Moss, at Port Royal, a station 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 35 miles from 
this city. One of MeGougan’s party quarreled 
with Moss, who ran into his house, procured a re- 
volver, and fired at his unwelcome visitors. The 
bail struck McGougan, who was guilty of no of- 
fense, in the abdomen, inflicting a wound which 
caused his death at 10 o'clock this morning. Moss 
has been arrested, and is now confined in the West- 
moreland County Jail. 

Another murder was committed In a little hamlet 
in Bell Township by Samuel MeCaulley. The 
victim was his aged father. Owingto the fact 
that the locality of the fratricide is remote from any 
telegraph office particulars are meagre, and all that 
is now known of the affair is that Samuel, who js 
85 years of age, shot and instantly killed his father 
this evening ond then took refuge in the woods. 
He has not yet been captured.

POISON IN VARIOUS FORMS. 
DEADLY ICK-CREAM—ATTEMPTING THE LIVES 
OF TWO FAMILIES, 

CHARLESTON, S, C., Aug, 6.—The ladies of 
the Baptist Church at Camden, S. C., gave an ice- 
cream entertainment on Friday evening, which 
was largely attended. On Saturday morning and 
yesterday 59 persons were taken violently ill, and 
every physician in the village has since been at- 
tending them, So far only one death has occurred 
—a young lady—and the physicians think that the 
crisis in two-thirds of the cases is over, although 
the others are still ina dangerous condition. The 
ice-cream at the festival was poisoned, but how it 


was done hes not yet been discovered. Some say 
the symptoms of the sufferers indieate arsenic, and 
others that it is zinc, but whether the poisoning 
was caused by flavoring used or by the vessels in 
which the cream was preparedis not known. A 
quantity of the cream will be sent to Charleston 
for analysis. 


Easton, Penn., Aug. 6.—A. J. Lynn and 
his wife on Saturday became intoxicated and had 
a difficulty with the tamily of August Poyck. The 
Lynns were arrested and committed on a charge 
of threatening the peace. This morning they were 
served with a warrant charging them with having 
put nearly a pound of Paris green in a cistern from 
which Poyck, his wife, and eight children were in 
the habit of drawing water for drinking purposes. 
The poison was discovered on Saturday, after the 
arrest, upon information given by a neighbor. 


SPARTANBURG, 8. C., Aug. 6.—The family 
of Andrew Daniel. a planter, while at breakfast, 
discovered something wrong inthe taste of the 
coffee. The coffee-pot was emptied into a slop- 
bucket in order to drawafresb pot. Two dogs 
drank from the bucket, and shortly went into con- 
vulsions, which, however, did not result fatally 
owing to the dilution of the coffee with the con- 
tents of the bucket. A-search revealed the facet 
that a bottie of strychnine, purchased for the pur- 
pose of poisoning rats, was missing. Two negro 
men and a colored house girl have been arrested 
on suspicion and lodged in jail.

NO YELLOW FEVER CASES. 

New-Or.eans, Aug. 6.—For the past few 
days the heat has been excessive, but not a case of 
yellow fever has occurred, nor any case to give 
rise to suspicion. The death list of the past week 
foots up 138, of which 23 were of consumption, 13 
of small-pox, 8 of malarial fever, and 2 of sun- 
stroke. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Marine Hospital Service has received a 
report from Surgeon Henry Smith, in charge of the 
quarantine station off Cape Charles,that all the con- 
valescent at that station are doing well and gain- 


ing strength. The third officer of the California 
will be allowed to return to his vessel in a day or 
two, should the Captain decide to put to sea. 
Both the California and the Andean will remain at 
their present anchorage until allowed by Sur- 
geon Smith to sail. A muster of the offi- 
cers and crews of all vessels in quar- 
antine will be made as soon aspossible. The 
last fatai case of the fever was the assistant stew- 
ard, Archibald Kerr, a native of Ireland, who died 
of black vomit on Tuesday last. He was buried at 
sea outside the capes. Dr. Smith made a thor- 
ough inspection of tne Andean and California Fri- 
day evening, and found all well on board the for- 
mer. and the vessel thoroughly clean and fumi- 
gated and disinfected, with no objection to her 
going to any pors after tne 8th inst., when 14 days 
will have expired since the death of the last case of 
fever. The California was not found in as good 
eondition, and will need another disinfection.

THE CONNECTICUT MAN WHO HAS SLEPT 
SINCE CHRISTMAS. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug, 5.—In December 
last, two days before Christmas, Sherman W. Platt, 
residing with his father, Wenzar Platt, a well-to-do 
farmer of Morgan’s Four Corners, town of New- 
town, 23 miles distant from this city, fell asleep 
after retiring early, as was his habit. Had he 
ewaked with next morning's sun, as people gen- 
erally do, the circumstance would have attracted 
no attention, but he did not. Continuing in sound 


| Tepose, his parents, and afterward his friends and 


| 


neighbors, became alarmed at the long slumbering 
and began studying as to what induced it. The 
case was put into the care of the best 
physicians, but the wisest of them, after diag§ 
nosis, could give no intelligent solution. Mr. 
Platt lay in his bed motionless, suffering no 
pain, and exempt, seemingly, from those ealls 
which thirst and hunger make. Early in July, 
1882, Mr. Platt, who ts 35 years old and unmarried, 
was at work in a hay-field. The sun beat down’ 
with force, affecting his head, and he reclined at 
noon under a tree on apile of hay, thinking after 
a short nap to feel better. On rising from the hay 
he complained of a strange feeling in the baek of 
bis head, and he was assisted to the house and re- 
storatives applied. Nothing availe@ to alleviate. 
In the Autumn he had been attacked with mala- 
rial fever, and itis believed the two causes com- 
bined tended to bring about his comatose condi- | 
tion and render him the most protracted sleeper 
of modern times. From Christmas till March he 
scarcely moved in bed, and took no nourishment 
save what was forced into his mouth. With length- 
ening days he exhibited signs of returning anima- 
tion, but not till the arrival of 
he move from his recumbent position, :.ut- 
ter an intelligent syllable. or open ” his. 
eyes. Presently, however, he submitted to be'bol-’ 
stered up in bed, and finally, like an infant, was 
put into his clothes and led toachair. He could 
not be induced to speak, and the muscular effort,’ 
if such it may be called, required for him to pass 
from the bed to the chair was invariably followed 
by deep sleep.

EVENTS IN THEMETROPOLIS| 


JHE DROWNED SONST CHILDRRN. 
THEIR BODIES FOUND IN THE WATER A 
MILE APART. 


The bodies of Lena and George Sonst, the 
children of Philip Sonst, an unemployed butcher, 
living with bis invalid wife at No. 525 West For- 
tieth-strect, who were drowned on Thursday night 
last by the upsetting of a boat in which they were 
with Patrick Quinn, a boatman, were found yes- 
terday fioating in the North River. They were 
found at the same hour, but nearly a mile apart. 
Josiah Maltby, a boatman, of No. 558 West Forty- 
sighth-street, who had been searching for the 
bodies since the occurrence, found the body of the 
girl off the foot of West Sixtieth-street, and the re- 
mains of her brother were recovered by the hands 
of @ schooner bound up the North River, who 
brought them asbore at Seventy-ninth-street. 
Maltby and a helper named William Lahey 
were in a boat off Forty-second-street 
scanning the river, anxious to find the 
bodies, when they were hailed by the Cap- 
tain of the ferry-boat Midland, piying 
between Forty-second-street and Weehawken, 
who told them that a body had been found up the 
river. Maltby beaded his boat up the river, but 
when he got to about Sixtieth-street be saw the 
movements of the crew of the schooner who had 
found the body and who were taking it ashore. 
The body proved to be that of George Sonst. 
Maltby rowed about the neighborhood of Sixtieth- 
#trest, and soon noticed something bobbing up and 
down in the water. It looked like a watermelon, 
but on rowing close up to it he discovered that it 
was the y of a young woman. Fasteninga 

rope around one arm, he towed the body to the 
foot of West Forty-ninth-street, where he brought 
it ashore and notified the police and the members 
of the Sonst family. Little Teresa Sonst, aged 10 

ears, ran down to the wharf and identified the 
Seay as that of her sister. The face and head 
of the unfortunate girl were terribly discol- 
ored and swollen, and there appeared to be 
a bad cut over the right eye. The skin of the left 
hand was abraded. There were no other marks of 
violence on the body. Her clothing was disar- 
ranged: the skirt of her dress was almost entirely 
torn from the band which was buttoned around 
her waist. The body was, by permission of Cor- 
oner Kennedy, removed from the dock to the resi- 
dence of the bereaved parents, where an autopsy 
was made by Deputy Coroner Jenkins, assisted by 
Drs. Thomas C. Finnell and Thomas C. Finnell, Jr. 
The examination was carefu! and exhaustive, and 
resulted in the discovery that death had 
been caused by drowning. The marks 
of violence which were discovered on 
the body were received after death. Te girl had 
pot been outraged, nor was there any indication 
that she had been criminally assaulted. Tine body 
of the boy, which was brought ashore at the wharf 
at the foot of Seventy-ninth-street, was, through 
the stupidity of the policeman placed in charge of 
the remains. taken to the Morgué, although the 
fatner informed the police that the body was that 
of hisson and that he was desirous of taking it 
heme. While Sonst was at the Coroner's office 
looking after a permit for the removai of the body 
to his home the stupid policeman allowed it to be 
taken to the sorgue, whence it was removed late 
yesterday to the residence of the parents. There 
the same docters wno had performed the autopsy 
over the remains of his dead sister examined bis 
body. They found no marks of violence upon it, 
acd discovered that death had resulted from 
drowning. 

The funeral of the brother and sister will take 
place to-day, and the interment will be in Calvary 
Cemetery, The parents of the dead children are 
in abject poverty. The father has been out of 
work for some time and the mother is lying at the 

int of death suffering from consumption. It 
i feared that the shock received by the tragic 
death of her children will cause her speedy death. 
Patrick Quinn, the boatman, who is charged with 
having caused the death of George and Lena, is 
still locked up in the prison attached to the Fifty- 
seven-Street Police Court. Acting Cartain Pickett, 
of the Twenty-second Precinct, notified Justice 
Herrman, under whose commitment Quinn is de- 
tained, and the accused will he held to await the 
action of the Coroner, who will bold an inquest in 
afew days. The parents and relatives of the de- 
ceased are still of the opirion that Quinn enticed 
Lena into his boat for an improper purpose, and 
that he anes to assault her and failed. Dur- 
ing the struegie, the boat, itis supposed, was upset 
gnd Lena and ber brother were aruwned.

THE CONTROLLER'S OFFICE. 
WHAT MR. GRANT IS DOING AND I8 EX- 
PECTED TO DO. 


Controller Grant was engaged yesterday in 
signing a large numberof warrants which had ac- 
cumulated since the resignation of Mr. Campbell. 
He bas asked the Commissioners of Accounts to 
submit to him in writing any views they may pos- 
Bess as to improvements in the method of book- 
keepingin the department. He has been influenced 
to take this step by the recommendation of the 
Grand Jury that changes of some nature should be 
made in the present system, by which greater 


recurity could be thrown about the City’s finances. 
Mr. Grant has also asked the Cummissioners to 
prepare for his use, in order, as he expresses it, 
that he may know just exactly what he is to be 
heid responsible for, a schedule of all of the City 
bonds and securities of every description. With 
regard to changes, he says that he will make none 
for the present. There is little doubt that 
he will ultimately make a pretty clean sweep 
of employes, for he is known to entertain 
the belief that there is a lot of tossils 
in the department whose services can be dispensed 
with. In other words, tnere are officesin the de- 

artment which are wanted for somebody elee. 

he report of the Commissioners of Accounts, who 
have been making a quasi-political investigation of 
the Controller's office, will probably enlighten the 
Controller on some points on which he now ad- 
mits his ignorance. This report may appear 
within a week. No action is likely to be taken 
by him until it reaches him through the Mayor. 

The eyes of the politicians are fixed witii consid- 

erable curiosity upon the office of Deputy Con- 
troller, which Mr. Richard A. Storrs bas ably filled 
forso many years, and which they say he will 
probably be called upon to vacate. The names of 
a numberof gentlemen were peereey heard in 
connection with it. Capt. George E. Hill, Commis- 
sioner of Accounts. for instance, thinks it isa good 
position and he would not refuse totakeit. The 
name is also mentioned of John N. Outwater, the 
expert accountant of the Erie Railroad, who las 
charge of the City’s election returns every year. 
Controlier Grant received a large number of con- 
gratuiations yesterday from business men and old 
friends in the Produce Exchange. 

Recorder Smyth yesterday told the Grand Jury 
for the August term that from a recent interview 
with the Mayor in relation to the examination of 
the Controller's office by the Commissioners of Ac- 
sounts he was satisfied that afull and exhaustive 
report in relation to the alleged frauds in that office 
would be presented in 10 days or two weeks. Un- 
til then there were no satisfactory data upon which 
to make an investigation with the view of pre- 
geuting the guilty party or parties to the court.

A NEW SWINDLE ON IMMIGRANTS. 
Andreas Kleinlein, a German immigrant, 
who arrived by the steam-ship Neckar, from Bre- 
men, on Aug. 4, complained yesterday at Caa- 


tle Garden that he had been swindled by 
the runner of one of the Greenwich-street 
employment agencies. Andreas stated that he 
went to a Morris-street boarding-house after 
his arrival, and purchased a ticket for Chica- 
go. While on the street on Sunday afternoon he 
wes accosted by a stranger, who offered to sell him 
for 5” cents a card which he said would entitle him 
to a good situation when he arrived in Chicago. 
The stranger offered another card which, he said, 
would enable the bearer to enter any hospital in 
case he became sick. The latter card was of- 
fered for 50 cents. Andreas bought both cards. 
When he returned to his boarding place he found 
that one was the business card of the Fitzpatrick 
Employment Bureau, of No. 32 Greenwich-street, 
while the other was equally worthless. Andreas 
identified a runner of the Fitzpatrick Bureau as the 
maa who had sold him.the worthless cards. The 
proprietor of the place, however, refused to re- 
fund the money, although he was confronted by 
one Louis Ben, an immigrant, who was a witness 
of the transaction. Superintendent Jackson, of 
Castle Garden, reported the cuse to the Mayor. 
who will probably withdraw the license of the 
Fitzpatrick Employment Bureau.

DECISION IN A MINING SUIT. 

A motion for a stay of proceedings on an 1n- 
terlocutory judgment in favor of Eljipbalet Nott, a 
stockholder of Las Nueve Minas de Santa Maria 
Goid and Silver Mining Company against Henry 
Clews, Jobn B. Alley, Frederick D. Grant, Abia B. 
Selover, and others, the Directors of the corpora- 
tion, was denied yesterday by Judge Cullen in the 


Supreme Court, Chambers. The suitis to compel 
the Directors of the compaty to account to the 
stockholders for $25,000,000 of its stock. Its basis 
is the allegation that the defendants paid 
for certain mining land all but seven 
shares of the capital stock gof the company, 
and afterward, through a collusive agreement 
with the seller of the land, procured from 
him f®r their own benefit and for a nom- 
inal consideration the greater number of the 
shares, which they then sold advantageously. The 
real value of the land, it is alleged, was small, the 
‘person who sold it to the defendants for stock rep- 
resenting $24,999.75 having paid the original 
owner only $17,000 for it. The defendants de- 
murred to the complaint, and Judge Donohue 
overrujed their demurrer, but gave them leave to 
put in an answer within 20 days. They have ap- 
poate’ from this judgment, and they desired to 

eep it from being enforced pending ;the determi- 
nation of their appeal.

The Committee on Education and Labor of 
the United States Senate met in Room No. 100, in 
the Post Office Building, yesterday morning, pre- 
pared to take testimony.

A HARMONIOUS MEETING. 


UNCLE RUFUS MAKES 8UGGESTIONS ABOUT ! 


TIME ALLOWANCES, 

The American Steam Yacht Club’s Board 
of Trastees endeavored to have a meeting yester- 
day at the office of George S. Scott in the Mills 
Building. Mr. Rufus Hatch and the Secretary. 
Mr. Henry A‘Taylor, were the only members on 
deck at the appointed time. After splicing the 
starboard main brace, they piped all hands aft, 
and, seating themselves in boatswain’s chairs, 
proceeded to an animated discussion of the ques- 


tion of time allowances. Mr. Hatch, who had 
studied Measurer Haswell’s report carefully 
and comprehensively, said he thought there 
was too much square root in_ it. He 
did ; not care so much about square root 
as -he did about  square-dealing among 
the members. He explained what he meant by 
square dealings. His yacht is 47 feet long. Mr. 
Gould's is about 250, Mr. Taylor's is 65, and Mr. Con- 
nor’s and Mr. Scott’s are 135 each. Mr. Hateh’'s 
idea of time allowance was that he should receive 
from Mr. Gould an allowance of &1 per cent.— 
about the price of Western Union—and a propor- 
tionate discount from the others, based on the dif- 
ference between the size of his yacht and that of 
their vessels. Thus. in arace beginning on Sept. 
1, Mr. Gould ought to allow him about five days. 
If Mr. Gould arrived at the goal of the race on 
Sept. 2, and Mr. Hatch contrived to pass the same 
point on Sept. 5, Mr. Gould would be badly beaten. 
Mr. Hatch did not know. but Mr. Gould 
ought to allow him a little more time, be- 
cause Mr. Gonld drew more water than 
he did. Mr. Hatch thought, moreover, that no 
yacht should be admitted to the club unless it pos- 
sessed all the modern conveniences. Some yachts 
were sadly deficient in this respect, but Mr. 
Hatch’s was not. He thought that the American 
Yacht Club would be remarkably successful when 
this question of ftime allowance was settled. 
It ought to be settled in the way which he sug- 
gested. Then Mr. Hatch could beat every one in 
the club. Mr. Hateh moved the election of John 
Roach, who recently bought the yacht Yosemite 
for $1. Mr. Taylor seconded the motion and it 
was carried. The meeting was very harmonious. 
At its conclusion those present curefully spliced 
the port main brace and put themselves on a taut 
bowline for their offices. There will be anotber

MR. BOOTH STILL ABSENT. 
HIS ACCOUNTS LEFT IN A VERY CONFUSED 
STATE. 

Very little additional could be learned yes- 
terday concerning the shortage in the accounts of 
Mr. L. F. Booth, the joint agent of the trunk line 
railroads in Castle Garden, who has not been seen 
in his office since July 27. Mr. Booth’s books have 
been under investigation by experts from the office 
of Commissioner Fink, to whom it was his duty to 
report monthly, a duty which he fulfilled until the 
Ist of this month. His failure to report the condi- 
tion of his office on Aug. 1 first led to suspicion as 


to the cause of his absence, as he had been accus- 
tomed to leave the City frequently and remain 
away for several days at a time on account of ill 
health,.but up to last Wednesday bis reports were 
always made on time. Mr. S. F. Pierson, Assistant 
Commissioner of the trunk lines, passenger de- 
partment, said toa Trmes reporter yesterday in re- 
gard to Mr. Booth: 

‘** It is impossible to say yet what the shortage in 
Mr. Booth’s accounts will amount to, but it will 
certainly not be nearly so great as many people 
seem to imagine. His accounts are very much 
confused, a fact which is due probably to his re- 

ated absences from the City <n atcount of bad 

ealth, and in his absence now it is almost impos- 
sible to disentangle them. On opening tke safe in 
his office we found a good many vouchers which 
satisfactorily accounted for what had before been 
considered shortages, and it is possibile that when 
be returns, if he does return, he will be able to ex- 
plain the rest of the deficiency. ‘he shortage dis- 
covered by the examiners is so small that it seems 
incredible that a man of Mr. Booth’s standing 
would compromise himself forthe sake of the 
money involved." 

“Can you tell me the amount of the deficiency ?” 
asked the reporter. 

“I cannot say now just what it amounts to, but 
I can say this, that the apparent shortage not yet 
accounted for will not exceed $6,000, and it may 
prove much less than that.” 
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A SPECULATOR IN OLD BRASS, 

The Clay Manufacturing Company occupied 
the fourth floor in the Munro Building. No. 23 
Vandewater-street, which was destroyed by fire 
on July 23, and after the fire their property was 
placed in charge of Fire Patrolman No. 91, Louis 


M. Harned. Last Friday night Mr. Charles F. 
Beers, the Superintendent of the Clay Company, 
saw a boy named Ere’d coming down the etairs 
from the room in which a large amount of brass 
owned by the company had been stored with a bag 
containing about 90 pounds of brass on his back. 
When asked where he had got the brass the boy 
told Mr. Beers that he had found it. Beers told 
him to take it back and put it where he had found 
it. which the boy did. The next morning Mr. Beers 
found that about $300 worth of brass had been 
stolen, and he immediately went to the boy and 
accused him of the theft. The boy said that the 
patrolman had told him te bring the brass down 
stairs, and that be would give him 50 cents for 
doing it. The boy attempted to bring the brass 
down, but was interrupted, as stated by Beers. 
The boy then stated that after Beers had left the 
pbuilding he saw another boy named William 
Morriss bring down the sack which he had taken 
back, and saw him give it to the patrolman, who 
took it to a junk shop near by and sold it. Morriss 
said that the patrolman had given bim a dollar to 
bring bim the brass. Beers then went to look for 
the patrolman, but he could not find him. Morriss 
and Ereld were arrested and arriigned on Satur- 
day before Justice Power, to whom they told the 
same story. Justice Power postponed the case un- 
til gesterday, at 2 o’cloek, instructing Officer 
Abearn to look for the patrolman and bring him to 
court atthe appointed time. On Saturday night 
the patrolman came into the Fourth Precinct S:a- 
tion-house and delivered himself up. Officer 
Ahearn took him tothe Tombs Police Court yes- 
terday morning and amaigned him before Justice 
Power, who, after hearing who the prisoner was, 
said: “I can’t hold this man. There's no evidence 
agzinst him. He is discharged.”’ At 2 o’clock, 
when Beers app ared in the court, the Justice 
asked where the patrolman was, and on having his 
memory refreshed, he said that he would postpone 
the case until to-day, in order to give Officer 
Abearn time to rearrest the discharged patrolman.

HOW NORCROSS GOT HIS DINNER. 

Willard Norcross, aged 17, has for the past 
two years been studying for the ministry at the 
Oberlin Theological Coliege, near Cleveland, Ohio. 
On the 2istof April last he became engaged in 
some difficulty at the college and was reported to 


the Faculty for reprimand. Rather than submit to 
this disgrace he ran away, and went to Philadel- 
phia, where he secured a position as proof-reader 
in a printing establishment. He worked there un- 
til about two weeks ago, when he became dissatis- 
fied with bis life in Philadelphia, end having saved 
a little money, be threw up his position and came 
to this City. His money soon ran out, and although 
he has several re’atives in Brooklyn who are com- 
paratively rich, he preferred to rely upon his own 
ex«rtions for hissustenance. He looked for em- 
ployment, bnt did not succeed in obtaining it, and 
finaily, becoming almost fumished, he walked 
boldly into the dining room of the Astor House, 
and representing himself as a boarder there, he 
got his dinner and walked out. He repeated this 
operation ou Sunday evening, and Private De- 
tective McWilliams, who had seen him the first 
time. arrested him. Inthe Tombs Police Court 
yesterday, Justi-e Power remanded him to await 
the arrival of his fa:her, who bad _ been tele- 
graphed for, and who will be here in a day or two. 
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THE POLITICAL SLUGGERS 1N COURT. 

Bernard T. Brogan and William E. Morris, who 
were arrested for assauiting Charlies B. McManus 
during a political meeting at Clarenion Hall last 
Thursday night, were arraigned before Justice 
Duffy in the Essex Market Police Court yesterday 
afternoon. Eight witnesses were heard, and they 


all testified that Brogan had walked up to Mc- 
Manus while the latter was addressing the meet- 
ing and struck him in the fare, A general fight 
eusued, during which both Brogan and Morris 
struck McManus.

Brophy, Detective John Corey, 
and George J. Godfrey, of the Eighteenth Precinct, 
accompanied Charlies J. Wade, the representative 
swimmer of the latter precinct, to Kyle’s Park, at 
High Bridge, which had pbeen named as the 
rendezvous. The harbor police rowed their 
man, Adolph G. Hasslecher, in a patrol-boat from 


‘Third-street, East River, to the same spot. 
The race wasto be from the Columbia boat-house 
to Macomb‘s Dam bridge and return, a distance of 
about two and a half miles. It seems that there 
was once a * Kvie’s Park’’ in the neighborhood of 
the Columbia Boat Club house, and this point was 
intended as the rendezvous. Denis F. Butler, 
of the Third District Police, Philadelphia; 
Henry Pfeiffer, of this City, and Joseph 
Pearson, of Delaware, went directly to the Colum- 
bia Boat Club house. William E. Harding, the 
referee, started the Jatter three men, after waiting 
a reasonable time, soon after 3 o'clock. Butler was 
attended to by Capt. James J. McCabe and a crew 
from the Active Boat Club, in a barge, whicn 
also carried the reteree, while Pearson was 
coached by a crew from the Nonpareil 
Boat Club, and Robert Dugan, of the Actives, 
looked after Pfeiffer. When the men plunged from 
the float into the water Butler took the lead. The 
tide was about the turn of the flood, and the swim- 
mers had it with them until they were nearly to 
the bridge. Butler, who is a handsome swimmer, 
throwing his left arm into the air like the fan of a 
propeller, occasionally lifted his head and shouted, 
‘Am I beating him?’ “Oh, yes,” said Capt. Me- 
Cabe, “take it easy.”’ He referred to Pearson, for 
Pfeiffer was several rods in the rear of his compet- 
itors. Just before Butler reached the bridge Pearson 
made aspurt and, taking advantage of the changing 
tide, passed Butler, and the tide carried bim close 
to the turret on which the drawbridge is secured. 
Seizing the opportunity Pearson reached up on the 
stone turret and rested a few seconds. ‘‘ That's a 
foul,’’ cried John Hughes, of the Actives. The 
referee, however, decided that a swimmer might 
indulge in any sport of that character when 
he is so far ahead. There was mueh growling 
over this decision. as old swimmers say that 
the rules “ expressly prohibit any resting during a 
swim of a stated distance in a match.” Pearson, 
having rested, started down the river with the 
tide. He was closely followed by Butler, but the 
latter caught a cramp soon after rounding the tur- 
ret of the bridge and was pulled into the referee's 
boat. As Pearson paddled down the stream, 
he met Pfeiffer on the way up the course. Finally 
Pteiffer's friends induced him to elimb into a boat, 
as Pearson was so far ahead that it was useless for 
him to waste his energy to no purpose. At the 
same moment a boat containing “Charlie” 
Wade, rowed by Sergt. Brophy, came 
down from High Bridge. Close at hand 
was the harbor police-boat, with Hasslecher 
esapassenger. They rowed to Referee Harding's 
Loat, and expressed their dissatisfaction that no 
better arrangements had been made for the race. 
He, however, informed them that they knew that 
the race was to begin at the Columbia Boat Club 
house, and gave them very little satisfaction. 
Pearson continued over the course, winning the 
race in 1:16. Butler immediately challenged Pear- 
son, the winner, to 4 race, but the latter would not 
say whetber he would accept or not.

A GIRL’S HEROIC EFFORT TO SAVE HER BE- 


TROTHED. 

Jennie and Kate Kane, sisters, have charge, 
respectively, of the laundry and linen rooms in 
the Osborn House, at the Isle of Wight, a new 
watering-place on the Long Island coast between 
Long Beach and Far Kockaway. On Sunday 
afternoon Samuel H. Quinn and his brother 
Charles, who reside in Thirty-first-street. be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth-avenues, New-York, 
went down to see the young women. 
After dinner all four went to the beach 
to bathe. Charies Quinn objected, but 


the others donned bathing-dresses and were 
s00n sporting in the shallow water inclosed by the 
life lines. Samuel Quinn waded about 60 feet 
outside the lines, taking Jennie Quinn with 
him. He called for Kate to come, too. and 
even went back for her, but she clung to 
the life lines and refused to go. Quinn then at- 
tempted to join the other young woman, but in 
doing so stumbled into a hole about nine feet deep, 
which had been made by excavating sand to fill 
in the salt meadows. Jennie Kane, knowing 
he could not swim, attempted to reseue 
him, but was herself dragged into the hole by the 
struggles of the drowning man. Charles Quinn, 
who had changed his mind about going into bathe, 
was undressing in one of the bath-roome when 
he heard the frantic cries of both the 
women for help. Without waiting a 
second he rushed out, clad only in_ his 
shirt, and, running along the staging, jumped into 
the water, reaching, in his spring, almost the edge 
ofthe hole. He grasped at his brother and the 
brave girl who was trying to save him, but the 
only result was that all three sank under 
the surface of the water together. At 
this point Charles Hallet, an employe of the 
hotel, reached the hole and sueceeded in pulling 
Jennie Kane out. Charies Quinn ecrampled out 
himself, but Samuel, exhausted by hia protracted 
struggles, sank tuthe bottom. Hallet and Charles 
Brown, the bathing-master, got the body out with 
a rake within a few minutes, but although Quinn 
showed some signs of life when taken from the 
water, the utmost efforts of Drs. Jarvis and Mit- 
tendorf, who happened to he present, were un- 
availing to resuscitate him. No water came from 
bis mouth when he was rolled on a barrel, and the 
doctors were of opinion that he died of appo- 
plexy superinduced by fright. 

Coroner Cronin, of Rockaway. held the inquest 
yesterday. Neither of the voung women were 
called on to testify. There was no sign to warn 
bathers of the existence of the hole, but Charles 
Brown, the bathing-master, testified that he 
warned the bathers not to go beyond the life- 
lines, and that both young women, having been in 
bathing before, knew the location of the hole. 
Charles Quinn testified that he did not hear Brown 
give any warning tothe bathers. The jury, which 
was composed of the hotel employes, returned a 
verdict of accidental drowning, and exonerated 
the hotel proprietors and the bathing-master from 
all blame. The drowned man was 20 years of age 
and a carpenter by trade. He wasa member of 
the Aeademy of Design for working men and a 
very skiliful mechanic. It was said that he was 
about to be married to the girl, Jennie Kane. She 
accompanied his remains to this Citv yesterday, 
where they were taken for burial.

ROWING ON THE PASSAIC. 


GEORGE GAISEL DEFEATED BY WILLIAM 
ELLIOTT IN A THREE-MILE RACK. 


William Elliott, the ex-champion sculler of 
England, and George Gaisel, the champion Harlem 
Oarsman, rowed a three-mile sculling race, with 
turn, on the Passaic River,at Newark, yesterday 
afternoon, for $300a side. The race was rowed 
on the regatta course, and the turn was made at 
the Midland Railroad bridge. the start and finish 
being at the grandstand. A large number of spec- 
tators gathered along the banks of the river, on 
the top of lumber piles, in the boat-houses of the 


Eureka and Oriel Clubs, under the trees by the 
river-side, and in all manner of small craft on the 
water. The grand stand was occupied by two 
score of individuals, and an enterprising restaura- 
teur had anchored a combined beer saloon and 
bam sandwich symposium a few yards from the 
shore, where he sat undisturbed and disconsolate 
during the progress of the race. The men ap- 
peared on the course just before 4 o'clock. The 
nglishman’s colors were red, white, and blue— 
red hair, white shirt, and blue trunks. His 
weight was 170 pounds, and he rowed in a 
shell 30 feet and 6 incheslong. Gaisel was a few 
pounds lighter than Elliott, and nis eolors were 
white. His boat was of the same length as Elliott’s. 
Gaisel’s friends followed the race on the little 
steamer Carrie Goodwin, and the Englishman's 
backers accompanied him on the tug-boat Fanny 
B. ‘* Billy’? MeCoy, of this City, was referee. The 
word to start was given at 3:54 P. M., and both 
men shot away simultaneously. Elliott gaineda 
length in the first eighth mile, and continued to 
gain as the race proceeded. Gaisel pulled out of 
the course, and got into the channel on the left 
bank of the river, while Elliott got too close on to 
the other bank, and was slightly retarded by shal- 
low water and weeds. At the turning boat the 
Englishman was six lengths ahead, but on the 
home stretch Gaisel began to pull up, and at one 
time almost closed with him. However, he lost 
his vantage almost as soon as he had gained it, and 
Elliott came over the line winner by two elear 
lengths in 21:00. A great many sporting men were 
present to bet on the race, but a fear of the law 
restrained them, and what wagers were made 
were done privately. Gaisel was the favorite be- 


fore the start.
